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RESERVE OFFICERS’ CORPS CIRCULAR. 
Information for All Members Issued by Q.M.G. 


Numerous requests for information have been re- 
eeived by the Quartermaster General’s Office from Re- 
serve officers which has resulted in the publication of a 
circular giving answers to many questions of similarity 
from different sources. It is believed these answers will 
serve to furnish information which otherwise might ne- 
cessitate correspondence, and we therefore give their 


substance : 

1. The President may order a Reserve Corps officer to active 
duty at any time and for any period; but except in time of a 
national emergency expressly declared by Congress, no Re- 
serve officer shall be employed on active duty for more than 
fifteen days in any calendar year without his own consent. 

2. A Reserve officer is not entitled to pay and allowances 
except when on active duty; he shall receive same pay and 
allowances as an officer of the Regular Army of same grade 
and length of active service, and mileage from his home to 
first station and from last station to his home, but shall 
not be entitled to retirement or retired pay. 

8. As to whether or not Reserve officers will be called for 
training during 1921 is dependent upon appropriations made 
available for the purpose. eserve officers are not being called 
to active duty except for some particular purpose for which 
urgently needed and for which officers cannot be otherwise 

rovided. The required physical examination will be made 
in all cases regardless of the period for which called to duty. 

4. Reserve officers in inactive status may be assigned by 
corps area commanders to an organization of #the Regular 
Army for target sage at their own request) but without 
pay. Application for assignment should be made to corps area 
commander. Markmanship insignia are authorized for all Re- 
serve officers who qualify with rifle and pistol; to be procured 
as prescribed in Par. 25, Small Arms Firing Manual, 1913. 

5. Reserve officers must provide their own uniforms. Articles 
of clothing and equipment which would be required in the 
public service, if called to active duty, may be purchased 
at cost price from the Quartermaster Corps at any time by 
Reserve officers on the inactive list, provided the stores are 
available. 

6. Officers of the Reserve Corps are not authorized to pur- 
chase commissary supplies while not on active duty; when 
called into active service they have the same status as Regular 
Army officers, and may purchase such supplies for their own 
and immediate family use. 

7. Rules covering the sale of arms to Reserve officers will 
be embodied in the Regulations for the O.R.C., now under- 
going revision. 

8. Officers of the Quartermaster Reserve Corps in an inactive 
status are not entitled to admission to Army hospitals nor to 
medical or surgical treatment by members of the Medical or 
Dental Corps. When on active duty they are entitled to ad- 
mission to hospitals and medical treatment in like manner as 
officers of the Regular Army. 

9. Reserve officers not on active duty may wear the uniform 
of their corps and rank on occasions of military ceremony, on 
public holidays such as Memorial Day, etc., and when engaged 
in the military instruction of, or when responsible for the mili- 
tary discipline of a cadet corps at®an educational institution. 
The proper collar insignia “U.S.” with superimposed “R” in 
gilt must be worn. 

10. Officers of the Reserve Corps desiring to leave conti- 
nental limits of the U.S. should request authority for such 
leave by letter to The Adjutant General of the Army. Address 
while absent and probable duration of absence will be stated. 
Officers granted permission to leave the U.S. should keep The 
A.G. informed of their correct address and should promptly 
report return to the U.S. Notice of each change of permanent 
address should be sent promptly to The A.G. 

11. Any Reserve officer may hold a commission in the Na- 
tional Guard without thereby vacating his Reserve commission. 

12. Under the act of June 4, 1920, “Any person who has 
been an officer of thé Army at any time between April 6, 1917, 
and June 30, 1919, or an officer of the Regular Army at any 
time, may be appointed as a Reserve officer in the highest grade 
which he held in the Army or any lower grade.” This act 
repealed the act of July 11, 1919, which provided “That offi- 
cers of the emergency army appointed to the O.R.C., may be 
appointed therein to grade held by them in the emergency Army 
or next higher grade, as Secretary of War may direct.” 

13. Under the act of June 4, 1920, “Promotions and trans- 
fers shall be made under such rules as may be prescribed by 
the President, and shall be based so far as practicable upon 
recommendations made in the established chain of command, 
but no Reserve officer shall be promoted to any grade in time 
of peace until he has held a commission for at least one year 
in the next lower grade.” Requests for promotion cannot be 
considered until such time as regulations governing this matter, 
which are now in the course of preparation, have been pro- 
mulgated. 

14. To be qualified for immediate active service requires 
preparation and study on the part of Reserve Corps officers, 
and in order to keep abreast of the latest military thought, 
Government publications should be procured from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washing- 
ton, D.C.; from whom a price list may be procured upon re- 
quest; price merely covers cost of printing. The-War Depart- 
ment cannot at the present time, on account of other activities, 
undertake to furnish Reserve officers with text-books. To en- 
able them to keep informed of current military events, and 
in touch with latest developments, pending issue of definite in- 
structions by the War Department, officers of the Quarter- 
master Section, O.R.C., are encouraged to join the Society of 
Quartermaster Officers (National Headquarters, 2038 F street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C.), and to become affiliated with the 
nearest state chapter, and to subscribe to ‘“‘The Quartermaster 
Review” (2038 F street, N.W., Washington, D.C.), first issue 
of which will appear about May 1, 1921. General orders, 
bulletins and circulars, War Department, are not furnished 
by the War Department to individual officers of the Reserve 
Corps, nor to officers of the Regular Army below grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel. Attention in this connection is cal'ed to the 
fact that the Service paper, THE. ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL 
(20 Vesey street, New York), publishes same as issued. 

15. The entire matter of appointment, instruction, promotion, 
obligations and privileges of members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps is being made a subject of careful study by the War 
Department, and regulations will be issued as soon as _ prac- 





ticable. At that time am effort will be made to supply all Re- 
serve officers with a copy of the regulations.

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NOTES OF THE ARMY. 
Organization of 19th Infantry Brigade. 

By direction of the President orders were issued by 
the Secretary of War on March 5, authorizing the organ- 
ization of the 19th Infantry Brigade. The brigade will 
be organized in the Panama Canal Department from the 
personnel and equipment available in that department, 
according to the 1920-21 tables of organization. The 
14th and 33d Infantry regiments are assigned to the 19th 
Brigade. 

Batra Pay for Gunners and Riflemen. 


Action is to be inaugurated by the War Department to 
secure from the 67th Congress the legislation necessary 
so that extra compensation may be paid to men who 
qualify with machine guns and automatic rifles. This 
was approved on March 5 and was based upon a memo- 
randum of former Secretary of War Baker, dated Feb. 
21, 1921. The legislation would include members of 
machine gun, automatic rifle and 37 mm. gun units in 
the existing statute providing for increased compensa- 
tion for expert rifleman, sharpshooter, etc. 

No More Court-Martial Orders to N.G. 

Brig. Gen. J. McI. Carter, Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau, states that in view of recent orders requiring strict 
economy in the distribution of Government publications, 
the regular issue to the National Guard of general court- 
martial orders of the War Department will be discon- 
tinued. A special issue will be made to individual mem- 
bers if they are directly affected. 

Retired Philippine Scout Opinion Disapproved. 

Disapproval has been expressed by the Secretary of 
War of the opinion on “Reappointment of Retired Phil- 
ippine Scout Officer not provided for under act of June 

, 1920,” that was published in the digest of the opin- 
ions of the J.A.G. October, 1920, page 135. In that 
opinion it was held: “A retired Philippine Scout officer, 
not a citizen of the Philippine Islands, | not be ap- 
pointed to the active list of the Philippine Scouts under 
authority of the provisions of Secs. 24e, 24a or 22a” of 
the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. 

Reducing Army Transportation Costs. 

Brig. Gen. W. D. Conner, Chief of Transportation Ser- 
vice, Q.M.C., states that in the reduction of expendi- 
tures he has every reason to believe that all concerned 
are cooperating to cut the cost incident to transport- 
tion in the Army, and to get back to a normal basis. 
“This is very difficult to do,” explained General Conner, 
“in view of the precedents established during the war 
and the customs that grew up, but all are taking the 
restrictions in a good spirit, and seem to be doing their 
best to reduce the cost of the Army from a transportation 
point of view.” The cut of fifty per cent. in the number 
of automobiles, which is being ordered, and a thirty- 
three per cent. reduction in the trucks, is hitting war- 
time customs rather severely, but it is believed that the 
Transportation Service will be able to function even 
under the decreased allotment. 

New Pilot Ground Type Machine Gun. 

Under the direction of the Ordnance Department, dur- 
ing hostilities in the war and since the armistice, there 
has been carried on at the Colt’s Patent Fire Arms 
Manufacturing Co. a development which has resulted in 
the completion of a pilot ground type machine gun of 
.50 caliber. Considering that this weapon offers promise 





of providing a much more powerful means of offense and 
defense than has been heretofore available for use in the 
air, an attempt has been made to adapt’ the design for 
use on aircraft, and the gun is now being tested at Hart- 
ford, Conn., and at the Springfield Armory, Mass. The 
gun is, to a very considerable extent, a development of 
the caliber .30 Browning and has so far proven to be a 
very dependable weapon. The tests held at this time are 
for the purpose of observing the functioning of the gun 
and it is expected that they will provide sufficient data 
for determining the practicability of using the gun as 
part of the fixed armament of an airplane to work with 
a synchronizing gear and trigger motor. 


General Holbrook Inspects Cavalry. 


Major Gen. W. A. Holbrook, Chief of Cavalry, has 
returned to Washington from an inspection tour of all 
Cavalry regiments in the United States except the 3d 
Cavalry. He stated that he was very much -pleased with 
conditions as he found them. “The regiments are all 
recruited to authorized strength,” said General Hol- 
brook, “and both officers and men are working with a 
splendid spirit in order to bring their organization up 
to the highest state of efficiency. What I saw convinces 
me that the Cavalry is prepared for field service at any 
moment.” In regard to the Cavalry School at Fort 
Riley, Kas., General Holbrook said he found it running 
smoothly, and that there was much enthusiasm evinced 
on the part of both instructors and students. “The 
school,” he said, “is larger now than at any time in its 
history, there being more than 200 students in attend- 
ance. The development of the school has been rapid and 
I believe it has been in the right direction.” During 
General Holbrook’s visit to the Cavalry school an exhi- 
bition of horsemanship was given in his honor, and he 
gave unstinted praise to the fine work that had been ac- 
complished as demonstrated in this exhibition. He was 
especially enthusiastic over the part the instructors 
played in the exhibition. General Holbrook also praised 
the work done by members of the basic course classes, 
who showed some of the results obtained in a single 
year’s training of remounts. 


War Department Golf Club Organized. 


Fifty-one Army officers were present at a meeting in 
Washington on March 1 when the organization of the 
War Department Golf Club was perfected. A constitu- 
tion and by-laws were adopted and officers elected as 
follows: President, Brig. Gen. James T. Kerr; vice presi- 
dent, Lieut. Col. E. T. Donnelly ; secretary and treasurer, 
Lieut. Col. P. L. Jones. The executive committee 
is composed of the vice-president and Brig. Gen. Amos A. 
Fries, Lieut. Col. Jay W. Grissinger, Major T. H. Lowe 
and Capt. Dwight Partridge, the latter appointed by the 
president. Eligibility for membership embraces Regular 
officers, active and retired, officers of the Reserve Corps 
and National Guard residing in or in the vicinity of 
Washington. Organization of similar clubs in other 
departments is expected and it is hoped that very shortly 
an inter-departmental golf association can be formed 
which might include also a Congressional Golf Club. Ex- 
tension of interest in golf organizations to include the 
corps areas and departments, it is expected, will place 
the game on a similar footing to that accorded polo in 
the Army, with equal opportunity for entrance of the 
Army into golf competion with the recognized American 
golf associations. 


Lectures for Automotive Vehicles. 


The Motor Transport Division of the Transportation 
Service has arranged a series of lectures on automotive 
vehicles for those officers on duty in the Munitions and 
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neighboring buildings in Washington who are interested 
in this subject. The lectures will be held at 4:30 p.m. on 
Thursday of each week, beginning March 3, and continu- 
ing to April 21, inclusive, in Room 2027, Munitions build- 
ing. Dean A. Fales, director of education, Motor Trans- 
port Special Service School at Camp Holabird, Md., will 
be the principal lecturer, and the subjects will include: 
Care, operation and upkeep of automotive vehicles; 
engine, cycle of operation and construction; batteries, 
starting and lighting systems; magneto and battery igni- 
tion; cooling and oiling systems; carburetion and fuel; 
clutches, transmission, universals and differentials; rear 
axles, front axles and steering and chassis. A cut-away 
engine and other graphic methods will be used to illus- 
trate the lectures. In addition to the lectures a portion 
of the 13-reel motion picture “Elements of the Automo- 
bile” will be shown at 4:30 on each Tuesday afternoon. 


Former General Sues for Reinstatement. 


Suit has been brought in the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia by former Brig. Gen. John C. 
Speaks of Ohio, against the Secretary of War, to compel 
the latter to revoke the order of The Adjutant General 
of the Army dismissing him from the Service. The 
plaintiff, who seeks a writ of mandamus, claims that the 
Secretary of War acted without authority in ordering 
his dismissal because his appointment as brigadier gen- 
eral had been confirmed by the Senate, and that only the 
President could remove him. He asserts that he was a 
victim of the Army “plucking beard” which convened 
at Camp Sheridan, Ala. General Speaks, who came into 
the Army from the Ohio National Guard, was examined 
by a board of officers as provided by Sec. 9, act of May 
18, 1917, and the board recommended his separation 
from the Service on the ground of inefficiency, and the 
recommendation was approved. It is said that very 
great pressure had been exerted in his behalf upon the 
President and Secretary of War, but his reinstatement 
was denied. The civil suit is the result. 


Uniform Inspection Standard Improved. 


The War Department has announced that for some 
months past the Quartermaster Corps has been giving 
special attention to the matter of workmanship and fin- 
ish of articles of uniform and clothing. The officers 
and inspectors concerned with the production and in- 
spection of this clothing have instructions to see that 
the product conforms to pre-war standard requirements. 
During the war, as a result of forced production, it was 
impossible to obtain a high class of workmanship and 
finish on th: garments, and many of the contractors fell 
into careless habits, which resulted in a uniform that 
was not pleasing to the soldier nor satisfactory in fit 
and appearance. A comparison of the product now be- 
ing delivered by contractors with the output some months 
ago indicates a very marked improvement. 


Victory Medal Distribution Through A.G.’s Office. 


The distribution of the Victory Medal, which has been 
accelerated by officers on duty at recruiting stations, 
will be conducted hereafter through the A.G.’s Office as 
the War Department considers it now desirable to dis- 
continue the use of the force at former recruiting sta- 
tions in the field for this distribution. Until recruiting 
is resumed and recruiting stations re-established, appli- 
cations for the medal should be sent to The Adjutant 
General's office at Washington. The suggested assign- 
ment of retired officers and Army field clerks to the duty 
of distributing the medals was not favorably considered. 


Position Open for Pyrotechnic Assistant, U.S.A. 

An open competitive examination for the-position of

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CAPTAIN Parrott AND His Famous GuN. 

Mr. R. D. A. Parrott, of 244 Sanford avenue, Flush- 
ing, N.Y., nephew of Capt. Robert P. Parrott, U.S.A., 
efter whom the famous Parrott gun, which played so im- 
portant a part in the Union side during the Civil War 
was named, has issned in pamphlet form an interesting 
memoir of his uncle’s acquisition of iron mines at what 
was then known as Greenwood, Orange county, N.Y., but 
is now known as Arden. It tells how cold blast char- 
coal pig iron was made at Greenwood during the period, 
1861-1865, and how the Parrott gun and other artillery 
was manufactured upon this tract of land, which is now 
included in the Palisades Interstate Park. Captain Par- 
rott, who was born at Lee, N.H., in 1804, was graduated 
at the U.S. Military Academy in 1824. In 1834 he was 
detailed for Ordnance duty, took part as a staff officer 
in the war against the Creek Indians. He was commis- 
sioned a captain in the Ordnance Corps in 1836, and 
was then stationed on active duty at the West Point ° 
foundry at Cold Spring, N.Y. Later he resigned from 
the Army to become superintendent of the cannon fac- 
tory there. Captain Parrott soon after leased and with 
his brother, Peter P. Parrott, then purchased the foun- 
dry from Gouveneur Kemble, and built the Greenwood 
foundry, with 7,000 acres of mineral lands, and also 
bought mines at Monroe. He had seen war between the 
States coming and when war was declared had one gun 
finished and ready for the Army’s use. Guns by the 
hundreds and projectiles by the thousands were manufac- 
tured for the Government. Heavy Parrott guns were 
chiefly used in the bombardment of Fort Sumter in 1863 
by the Federal Government, one 10-inch, two 8-inch and 
four 100-pounders being in the batteries which went into 
action against the Southern strongholds. Of Captain 
Parrott it was said during the Civil War and after that 
his patriotism gave him resolution not to profiteer by 
increasing his price for ordnance to the Government, and 
also his determination not to sell the Government guns 
that were not needed.

vana to the New York Times. 
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FIELD GRADES ON PROMOTION LIST. 
Arrangement by Ages Is Interpreted. . 

In explanation of the situation concerning the loss of 
files on the promotion list of the Army, as given in our 
issue of Feb. 26, page 725, a War Department interpre- 
tation takes up the complaints of officers of the Regular 
Army of many years’ service based on the fact that the 
board which formed the single list exercised its discre- 
tion. This discretionary privilege was given in Sec. 24a, 
act of June 4, 1920, it is pointed out, for the placing of 
field officers appointed from the emergency forces as 
high on the promotion list as they could be placed un- 
der the age limit provision of that section. The law 
reads: “Persons appointed as lieutenant colonels or ma- 
jors under the provisions of Sec. 24 hereof shall be 
placed immediately below all officers of the Regular Army 
who, on July 1, 1920, are promoted to those grades re- 
spectively under the provisions of Sec. 24 hereof; pro- 
vided, that the board charged with the preparation of 
the promotion list may in its discretion assign to any 
oflicer a position on the list higher than that to which 
he would otherwise be entitled, but not such as to place 
him above any officer of greater age, whose commissioned 
service commenced prior to April 6, 1917, and who 
would precede him on the list under the general provi- 
sions of this section.” It appears that the board cliarged 
with the formation of the single list adopted this excep- 
tion as the general rule and placed all officers originally 
appointed as lieutenant colonel or major as high on the 
promotion list as they could be placed under the pro- 
visions of this exception to the general rule. 

“The history of this particular section is of interest 
in this connection,” our informant states. “At the time 
the Army Reorganization act was being written it was 
expected by Congress that of the 30,000 emergency offi- 
cers who had at one time or another applied for commis- 
sion in the Regular Army at least 600 or 700 of them 
would be commissioned in field grades, and it was be- 
lieved that an exception to this general rule, which pro- 
vided that all of those officers should be placed below 
the officers of the Regular Army should be made in order 
that the older emergency oflicers might be distributed 
throughout the list of lieutenant colonels and majors. 
It was of course expected by Congress that this would be 
an exception rather than the general rule, but this belief 
was based on the supposition that the number of officers 
appointed in these grades’ would be, as stated, somewhere 
near 700. When the board which formed the promotion 
list found that the number of.officers appointed in the 
grade of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major was con- 
siderably less than half of this expected number, and 
that many of these officers were of very much greater 
age than the average age of the Regular officers in those 
grades, the board decided to adopt the exception as the 
general rule. Officers of the Regular Army who now 
complain about this method of placing these emergency 
officers on the single list point out that it operates to 
the disadvantage of, or that it discriminates against, 
some officers of the Regular Army. For example, the 
case is cited of two men who enlisted in the Regular 
Army twelve years ago; one of them got a commission 
in the Regular Army ten years ago and has served as a 
commissioned officer of the Regular Army since that time, 
while the other continued in an enlisted status until the 
war broke out, when he became an. emergency officer, and 
now, under the terms of the act of June 4, 1920, he has 


been appointed an officer in the Regular Army. Under - 


the application of this rule the latter now finds himself 
higher on the promotion list than the former. 

“Now, while this scems #6 be a discrimination, against 
the man who succeeded in getting.into the Regular Army 
in the first place, the matter becomes clearer when wo 
consider the case of three men, the two above mentioned 
who were enlisted in the Regular Army and a third man 
who was never an enlisted man, but came into the emer- 
gency Army as an officer directly from civil life, then into 
the Regular Army on July 1, 1920, and now finds him- 
self on the promotion list higher than the other two. 
No complaint is made against him. Should not the man 
who remained an enlisted man during all these yearg 

service have the same identical right for position 


on the single list that the civilian has who never served 
in the Regular Army as an enlisted man at all? 

“There is one point about this which is lost sight of 
by those who are not ‘familiar with the details of the 
list, and that is that the emergency officers who have 
been placed ‘on the list above Regular officers are gen- 
erally so much older than the Regular officers that they 
will not block promotion. As a- matter of fact, it would 
be very instructive to any Regular ‘officer who is par- 
ticularly interested in this phase of the matter to take 
the complete list of majors, for example, and after each 
man’s ‘namé set down his’ age—and* then compare the 
ages of the emergency officers with the ages of the 
Regular officers.” 

The above and the article printed in our issue of Feb. 
26 present both sides of the matter of the effect of dove- 
tailing the promotion list in the field grades with former 
emergency officers according to the ages of the latter. 
On the part of the commissioned personnel it must be 
said that there is widespread dissatisfaction because 
the exception in the law was adopted as the general 
rule.. In the offices of the chiefs of branches this con- 
viction that there has been discrimination and injustice 
in the action of ‘the board has made. itself felt through 
communications: from the field which ‘indicate that the 
deep: feelings of resentment are affecting the morale. It 
is even declared that the officers. who-lose files through 
the distribution of appointees by ages between them 
will unquestionably bring their. protests to the attention 
of the War Department-and request, adjudication in ac- 
cordance with the rule rather than the exception™ allowed 
in the proviso, as these officers believe was the intent of 
Congress in writing it into the law. "

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ARMY PROMOTION MATTERS. 
New List of Army Nominations. 





Secretary of War Weeks has been giving closé consid- - 


eration to the lists of nominations for promotion and ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army which failed of con- 
firmation in the 66th Congress. The Secretary said that 
he expected to submit his recommendations relative to 
the lists to the President before the close of the week, and 
that he hoped the list of appointments to the rank of 
gencral officer might be approved and confirmed not later 
than next Monday. This: list, in which one change in 
the recommendations for appointment to the rank of 
major general and several changes in the rank of briga- 
dier general are expected to be made, as compared with 


the list of nominations for appointment sent to the Sen- 
ate by the last administration, had not been sent to the 
President up to March-10. Secretary Weeks was also 
making a study of the nominations for captains and lieu- 
tenants, over which a very active controversy is being 
waged, which prevented confirmation in the last. hours 
of the outgoing Congress. The Secretary was unable to 
state on March 10 what conclusions he had arrived at 
in connection with the list of captains and lieutenants, 
for the reason that he had not been through the entire 
list. It was said that he was giving particular atten- 
tion to the war records of the junior officers on the pro- 
motion list and that it was possible that the nominations 
for promotion below the grade of major would not be 
submitted to the Senate until the 67th Congress con- 
venes in extraordinary session, probably on April 12, 


Demoted Generals Retained at Posts. 

The failure to confirm the nominations of officers for 
appointment to the grade of general officer resulted in 
bringing about in the Army a number of special situa- 
tions. In the 3d Corps Area at Fort Howard, Md., 
Major Gen. Adelbert Cronkhite, the commanding general, 
reverted to the grade of brigadier general on March 4 
and became junior to Brig. Gen. Harry F. Hodges, who 
is commanding the 3d Coast Artillery District at Balti- 
more. In the Sth Corps Area Major Gen. George W. 
Read, the commanding general, reverted to the grade of 
brigadier general and thereby became junior to Brig. 
Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, commanding Camp Sherman, 
Ohio. In the 4th Division Major Gen. Charles H. Muir, 
the division commander, reverted to the grade of briga- 
dier general and thereby became junior to Brig. Gen. R. 
M. Blatchford, who is commanding a brigade of that 
division. 5 

Under the authority of the 119th Article of War, the 
President may assign the command of corps areas and 
divisions without regard t6 seniority of rank in the 
same grade. Under this authority the War Department 
has issued orders directing that. General Cronkhite re- 
main in command of the 3d Corps Area; that General 

- Read remain in command of the 5th Corps Area, and that 
General Muir remain in command of the 4th Division. 

The Chiefs of Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery 
reverted to the rank of-colonel on account of the failure 
to confirm them as major generals and the War Depart- 
ment has issued the necessary orders assigning Col. 
Charles S. Farnsworth, acting Chief of Infantry, Col. 
Willard A. Holbrook as acting Chief of Cavalry, and 
Col. William J. Snow as acting Chief of Field Artillery. 
All the other officers who failed of confirmation and who 
reverted to their former rank were in_ positions where 
they could continue on their present duties without spe 
cial orders being issued in their cases. 





UNDESIRABLE LETTERS OF COMMENDATION. 

The cluttering up of the records of officers in The 
Adjutant General’s office. with letters of commendation; 
involving a great amount of clerical labor and which re- 
sults in nothing of value to the War Department, has 
been called to the attention of corps area and department 
commanders. In nearly every case, it is stated, such let- 
ters convey no more information in regard to an officer's 
efficiency or performance of duty than can be made of 
record on the regular efficiency report. It is directed that 
all officers be made to realize that no letters of the char- 
acter designated should be written. unless they contain 
something so exceptional in regard to the officer’s ser- 
vice that it cannot be made of record on the. efliciency 
report. Information is to be given all officers of these 

. facts with a view to eliminating all unnecessary and 
valueless correspondence. The Secretary of War has 
directed that The Adjutant General take similar action 
through the chiefs of services regarding’ officers on duty 
in the District of Columbia. as

Marine Corps Confirmations. 


The nominations of Major Gen. John A. Lejeune as 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, and of Brig. Gen. 
George Barnett, commanding the Western: Department 
of the Marine Corps, as a permanent major general to 
fill the vacancy caused by the appointment of General 
Lejeune as Major General Commandant, which were sub- 
mitted by the President on March 7, were confirmed the 
same day by the Senate. There never’was a doubt that 
General Lejeune, whose brilliant service as eee ; 
general of the Zd Division of Regulars in the Wor 
War had won him the highest military recognition, would 
be confirmed as Major General Commandant. General 
Barnett, -who was succeeded by General Lejeune, was 
approaching the completion of a second detail of four 
years in the office when former Secretary Daniels de- 
tailed General Lejeune to duty as Major General Com- 
mandant and gave General Barnett the option of re- 
maining on the active list in the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral or going on tlie retired list. General Barnett chose 
to remain on active service and was shortly thereafter 
assigned to command the new Western Department with 
headquarters in San Franciseo, Before reaching his 
new post, however, he was recalled to appear before a 
court of inquiry convened to inquire into the conduct of 
the Marines in Haiti. 


Lejeune Commission First Signed by President. 


The first military commission signed by President 
Harding after assuming office was that of Major Gen. 
Commandant John A. Lejeune as Commandant of the 
Marine Corps. ‘The Senate confirmed the appointment 
at noon on March 7, and the commission was placed 
before the President by Capt. Franklin T. Steele, U.S. 
M.C., assistant adjutant and inspector. It was signed 
and was returned to the desk of the Commandant by 4:05 
p-m. the same day. General Lejeune was very much 
pleased, and also relieved, for the failure to contirm his 
appointment before Congress adjourned had held up much 
important business requiring executive approval.

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RETIREMENTS 
Retirement of General Liggett. 


Major Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., one of the ablest 
officers of our Army, who in the World War held the 
emergency rank of lieutenant general and had the dis- 
tinction of commanding the 1st American Field Army 
on the battle line in France, will be retired for age on 
March 21, 1921. At one time General Liggett had 
approximately 1,000,000 under his command, and was 
at the head of the Ist Field Army until the close 
of hostilities He was born in Reading, Pa., March 
21, 1857, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 
the class of 1879, when he was assigned to the 5th 
Infantry. All through his career he has been known 
as an energetic, accomplished and modest soldier, who 
studied the theory of war thoroughly, and he has proved 
himself to be a splendid leader of men. His work in 
helping build up the Army War College under Major 
Generals Wood and Wotherspeon, and of which he him- 
self is a graduate and a former director and president, 
is well known, as is also his work in collecting data for 
a possible campaign in Mexico in 1914. Ile also proved 
his ability in Texas while in command of the 4th Bri- 
gade, 2d Division, U.S.A., in rapidly training soldiers 
in an emergency, and his instruction to the treops in in- 
trenching was particularly marked for its efficiency. 

General Liggett was awarded the D.S.M. for excep- 
tionally meritorious and distinguished services as com- 
mander of the Ist Army of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. The official citation says: “He commanded the 
1st Corps and perfected its organization under difficult 
conditions of early service in France. Engaged in active 
operations in reduction of the Marne salient and of the 
St. Mihiel salient, and participated in the actions in the 
Forest of Argonne. In command of Ist Army when Ger- 
man resistance was shattered west of the Meuse.” It 
was his Army that knocked out the German drive which 
began in his section of the Marne July 14-15, 1918. He 
was at that time a major general, and two of his divi- 
sions, the Ist and 2d, had been detached from his Army 
for a surprise attack on Soissons with another force, 
while the Rainbow Division of his command was help- 
ing the French. The force under General Liggett, which 
included the New England Division, the Pennsylvania 
Division and the 3d Division, despite the great German

Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt, N.Y.N.G. 

Brig. Gen. MeCoskry Butt, N.Y.N.G., who died in St. 
Luke’s Hospital, New York city, March 3, 1921, of pneu- 
monia, was a prominent officer in National Guard af- 
fairs and was known as a thoroughly progressive officer, 
working unselfishly for its advancement and efficiency. 
He was a reat student of military history and campaigns 
and of the practical problems-of military organization and 


training. From the beginning of his military service, as 


\ private in the 6th Separate Company of Troy, Nov. 12, 
ISSO, he was one of the most ardent believers in rifle 
practice. and that the soldier should not only be able‘ to 


jire a rifle, but to hit what he aimed at. While com- 
mander of the 12th Infantry, N.Y.N.G., and of the Ist 
Brigade, he spent several thousand dollars from his own 
pocket in offering money prizes to men qualifying as 
marksmen and for trophies for rifle shooting.- As col- 
onel of the 12th Infantry he brought it, to use*the words 
of the late Major Gen. Wesley Merritt, U.S.A., “to the 
very front rank of efficiency.” General Merritt also in 
April, 1898, favored the appointment of the then Col- 
onel Butt as brigadier general of Volunteers. Other offi- 
cers of the Army who gave high praise to the ability of 
General Butt were Lieut. Gen. John C. Bates, Major 
Gen. James H. Wilson and Col. T. Bentley Mott. Gen- 
eral Wilson in 1898 wanted him to be attached to his 
corps in the event of his being appointed a brigadier of 
Volunteers. Not being able ti get the endorsement of 
the great political leader, Mr. Thomas Platt, General 
Butt. like numerous others, was unable to get a Volunteer 
appointment in 1898. General Wilson and Colonel Mott 
wrote to Governor Dix of New York in 1912 urging the 
appointment of General Butt as commander of the N.Y. 
N.G. division upon the retirement of Major Gen. Charles 
F. Roe. 

General Butt was born in New York in 1856. After 
graduating from the Troy Polytechnic Institute he was 
transferred from the 6th Separate Co. of Troy in Jan- 
uary, 1883, to Co. K, 7th Infantry. He first joined the 
14th Infantry as a second lieutenant in 1885 and after 
being made first lieutenant he was elected lieutenant col- 
onel in 1893 and colonel in 1896. He was unanimously 
elected brigadier general, 1st Brigade, in March, 1898, 
the then Col. Daniel Appleton, of the Tth, presiding at 
the election. During the war with Spain he was in 
command of Camp Black, N.Y. Governor Odell reorgan- 
ized the N.G. of Manhattan in 1901, consolidating the 1st 
and 5th Brigades, which rendered General Butt supernu- 
merary. Simple but impressive funeral services were held 
over the remains of Gencral Butt in St. Thomas's 
Church, New York city, March 5, and were largely at- 
tended by ‘persons prominent in military and civil life. 
He was a member of the Union Club, 7th Regiment Vet- 
erans, New York Yacht Club and 12th Regiment Veter- 
ans, and all these organizations were represented. 
Among the honorary pall bearers were Major Gen. Dan- 
iel Appleton, Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Col. John 
F. Daniell, Dr. William E. Lambert and Dr. C. J. Col- 
les. Among other officers present were Brig. Gens. 
George R. Dyer and Nelson Henry; Col. N. B. Burr 
and a delegation of officers of the 12th Infantry; Cols. 
Edward Olmstead, BE. McLeer and F. M. Waterbury, 
representing division headquarters; Cols. W. W. Ladd, 
J. J. Byrne, Newbold Morris, F. L. V. Hoppin, Major 
A. H. Dyett and Capt. H. Pell, all N.Y.N.G.; and Lieut. 
Albert T. Weston, U.S.N. General Butt was one of 
the few Survivors of the French steamer Ville du Havre, 
sunk at sea Jan, 22, 1873, when 230 persons lost their 
lives. At that time he was a little over fifteen years of 
age.

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SECRETARY DENBY ADVOCATES BIG NAVY. 

Gives His Views in Speech at Navy League Dinner. 

Secretary of the Navy Denby was one of the principal 
speakers at a dinner given by the Navy League in Wash- 
ington on March 5 and he made a profound impression on 


both his hearers and Congressional circles by his out- 
spoken advocacy of a Navy second to none afl id 
“yeady for instant battle.” After developing this idea, 
he denied that Great Britain was entithd to read provyo- 
cation into his statements. ‘If England or anybody 
else,” said Secretary Denby. “asks why America sould 
build a mighty fleet, I wou!d reply with the Yank ar- 
swer, ‘Why not? A great navy is a nation suUrancs 
policy. If I insure my own house as heavily ; neigh- 
bor insures his, that doesn’t mean I’m intending io set 


his afire.” Then he made haste to emphas’z: h yudic 
war between the United States and Groat Britain 
unthinkabie, because it could result “only in anzi 
tion of ons or the other or mutual destruction.” 
The next speaker was Secretary of War Weeks. who 
said he favored a fleet strong enough “to fulfill all the 
duties incumbent upon a navy,” but ‘he deplor:d inter- 
national competition in naval armaments. Amer‘ca is 
the Cr@sus among the nations, Seeretary Weeks de- 
elared, and‘ he frankly was afraid the policy Secr tary 
Denby cspouses would entail upon other sca powers ,a 
competition in expenditure they could not a‘ford. 





Repeats Opinions in Intervie. 

Owing to the discussion caused-.among ‘the Scnators 
and - Representatives: who favor a reduction of arma- 
ments by Secretary Denby'’s frank expression of his 
“big Navy” views, the New York World’s Washington 
correspondent interviewed Mr. Denby on March 7 and 
s°nt to his paper the following statement from the new 
Secretary of the Nasy: . 

“I favor an American Navy equal to the. greaiest-in 
the world, and not only ready but fit:to meet any emer- 
gency anywhere. So far as I am personally concerned, 
the question of an adequate Navy fer this country is be- 
yond argument. It is. axiomatie.- “The British: navy is 
used as a-unit of comparison only because it is so much 
larger than any other navy. If France had th: British 
navy the situation would be identically the same. An 
adequate navy always fit is the first line of Amorica‘s 
defense. It must not only be prepared to meet any other 
fleet, but must protect the coasts of the nation. 

“The American people got one lesson in lack of pre- 
paredness during the war with-Spain. We sent out 
twenty-four transports loaded with troops and the en- 
tire nation was on its knees in prayer that a blow would 
not. fall. We had to get steamers wherever we could. 
Ships flying neutral flags could not. be used. <A good 
wind probably would have sunk half those we finally so- 
eured, but Providence was on our side. At the outbreak 
of the World War and when the United States entered 
it we got another lesson in lack of preparedness which 
the people certainly cannot have forgotten. We must be 
prepared for any future emergency that may arise. Of 
course we are dependent upon Gongress, and if it should 
give us only three scows we would try to make them the 
best scows in the world.” 





ADMIRAL HUSE ON NEED FOR A LARGE NAVY. 


In a speech made at a dinner given by the New York 
Chapter of the American Legion at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, New York city, on March 8, Rear Admiral Harry 
Mcl. P. Huse, U.S.N., commanding 5d Naval District, 
referred indirectly to a speech made by him on Feb. 22 
at a dinner given in New York by the Society of the 
Cincinnati, in which he was quoted as havin: 
favor of a large U.S. Navy in view of the possibility o 
war with Great Britain at some time. 

In his speech on March 8, the New York Times r 
he said: “No man’ who has had a close view of war 








or its results can contemplate another war with cqua- 
nimity. The two great sea powers to-dny are England 
and the United States. They are bound together with 
ties of blood, of language, of laws, of history, of litera- 
ture. A war between these two: great countries is in- 


conceivable. It would be a blow such as our civilization 
has never yet received, a catastrophe greater than the 
late war. I have been charged with prophesying such a 
war. That is not true. We have closed one century of 
peace between the two English-speaking nations. I be- 
lieve that we have now entered upon another. 

“No country was ever kept.out.of war by a policy of 
unpreparedness. Our purpose must be not to make war, 
but to defend our peace. I believe that a strong Ameri- 
ean Navy is one of the most potent factors for peace in 
the world. I go so far as to say that we should have a 
two-power standard. That is, that the Navy of the United 
States should be as big as that of any two other coun- 
tries in the world. I also thoroughly believe that an in- 
ternational agreement to reduce . naval: building pro- 
grams is possible and the two statements are perfectly 
consistent. 

“In order that there may be no misunderstanding of 
my meaning I will briefly summarize what I have said 
in the following statement: 1. America requires a Navy 
not to make -war, but to defend her peace. 2. There is 
no reason to believe that we are going to war with any 
one. Certainly a war with England is inconceivable, 
and would. probably ruin both countries. 3. A large 
American Navy is the best guarantee of peace in the 
world. 4. The term ‘large’ in this case should be in- 
terpreted to mean a Navy equal in strength to that of 
any other two navies in the world. 5. There is nothing 
in the above statement inconsistent with an interna- 
tional agreement for an early cessation of building ves- 
sels of war. On the contrary, it puts us in the best 
possible condition to discuss such a proposition. 

“The fact is that there is much more common ground 
between military men and advocates of disarmament 
than is generally understood. Unfortunately, the com- 
mon ground has been avoided by both, and agreement 
has thus been utterly impossible. I wiil conclude with 
just one remark: That man is unwise who lays aside 
his gun while the shooting is going on.” 

Pleading for preparedness and a large Navy, Admiral 
Huse declared that while this country was preparing 
for the last war.the Allied navies protected us largely, 
and added: “We must not forget that debt. But we 
ean’t count on it next time. There'll be another war— 
we knew ten years ago that there would be a war. We 
ean’t depend on our Allies to defend us again. We 
must do it ourselves. The Pacific Fleet, under Admiral 
Rodman, and the Atlantic Fleet, under Admiral. Wilson 
must be ready to fight at the drop of the hat— 
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they are ready. They ‘must be complete units, with 
destroyers, seaplanes and all auxiliaries.”

SECRETARY WEEKS. MEETS FOREIGN ATTACHES. 

All the foreign military attachés at present in Wash- 
ington assembled in the office of the liaison officer of the 
Blilitary Intelligence Division of the War Department 
on March* 9 and were presented to Secretary of War 
Weeks. Among the attachés were the Japanese military 
attaché, Major General Inouye, and his -assistant, Major 
General Hara; the British. military attaché and his as- 
sistants, Major General Bethell and Major Bridge, and 
Commodore Chariton, air attaché at the British Em- 
bassy; French military attaché, General Gollardet, and 
his assistants, Major Dubreuil and Capt. D. E. Lavergne, 
air attaché; the Italian military attaché, Colonel Ber- 
nezzo. and his assistant, Captain Huntington, and Col- 
onel Guidoni, Italian air attaché; the Belgian military 
attaché, Colonel DuBosch; the Spanish military attaché, 
Colonel Vidal; the Swedish military attaché, Major 
Bonde, with Major Nystrom, temporarily attached to the 
Swedish Legation, and the acting Polish military at- 
taché, Major Mach. While the attachés were assembled 
in the office of the director of military intelligence, Col. 
Alessandro Guidini, air attaché of the Italian Embassy, 
was presented with a Distinguished Service Medal 
awarded him in 1919.

PRESIDENT’S PHYSICIAN IS BRIGADIER GENERAL, O.R.C. 

Dr. C. E. Sawyer, of Marion, Ohio, who has been 
President Harding’s family physician for many years, 
has been commissioned a brigadier general in the Medical 
Section, Officers’ Reserve Corps, and is to be called 
into active service with a detail to duty at the White 
House. Dr.’ Sawyer is sixty-two years old and con- 
ducted a sanitarium at Marion. In the World War he 
was connected with the Medical Section of the Council 
of National. Defense, but did not hold a commission in 
the emergency Army. The nomination of Dr. Sawyer 
as brigadier general in the Medical Section, O,R.C., was 
sent to the Senate by President Harding on March 9 
and was confirmed on March 10.. On March 9 the fol- 
lowing statement was issued from the White House: 
“President Harding has long since been convinced that 
the affairs relating to public welfare, such as_ public 
health education and social justice, are. so intimately

an opinion as to whether Dr. Sawyer could be commis- 
sioned in the Reserve and assigned to active duty. The 
Attorney General held that, while the act of June 4, 
1920, provided that “in time of peace” officers commis- 
sioned in the Reserve must be between the ages of 
twenty-one and sixty years, this age limit did not apply 
in time of war.

A.F. in G. TO REMAIN FOR THE PRESENT. 

Following the first meeting of the Cabinet under the 
new administration, Secretary of War Weeks announced 
on- March’8 that the Government is not at present con- 
sidering a withdrawal of the American Forces in Ger- 


many, according to a Washington dispatch to the New 
York. Times. It was said that in arriving at this decision 
in regard to its. temporary policy the Administration is 
understood to have taken into account all the elements 
of the present situation in western Germany, where 
Allied troops on March 8 advanced to enforce the terms 
of the Versailles treaty, while the American troops re- 
main on the lines griginally occupied by them under the 
armistice agreement. The Administration is thought to 
be less likely at the present time to consider a with- 
drawal of the American forces than would have been the 
case had the Allied advance not been made, for such a 
withdrawal now might be misconstrued in Europe.

General Wood to Visit the Philippines. 

Following the visit of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U. 
S.A., to (then) President-elect Warren G. Harding at 
Marion, Ohio, on March 1, the General visited the Presi- 
dent at the White House on March 6, Secretary of War 
Weeks being present at the conference. Later the Secre- 
tary made the following statement: “The President is 
not unmindful of the change of policy as recommended 
by his predecessor in dealing with the Philippines. He 
is anxious to settle definitely our policy and has asked 
General Wood because of his general experience to go to 
the islands and report conditions as he finds them.” A 
dispatch from Washington to the New York Herald 
says that the change in policy to which Secretary Weeks 
referred was: the plea of Woodrow Wilson for independ- 
ence of the Vhilippines which he made in his annual 
méssage to Congress in December, 1920. In view of 
this announcement, President Harding now wishes to 
learn for himself just what the conditions are in the 
Philippines. The Philippine question will therefore be 
held in abeyance in Congress until such information can

It is necessary that 
two stated meetings take place before a provost can be 
elected. The second stated meeting will be in April. 
General Wood, therefore, could not be elected before 
April.” Following the meeting General Wood said: “It 
was a most pleasant meeting. I was glad t meet the 
trustees. who gave me a very cordial reception, but I 
cannot now discuss anything about the provostship of 
the university. That will all have to come from the 
Board of Trustees.’ The General, accompanied by his 
aid, Col. T. W. McCoy, U.S.A., left for Chicago soon 
after the meeting ended. 
’ Col. Parker to Lecture at Ecole de Guerre. 


“The autumn class of the Ecole Supérieure de Guerre 
in Paris has begun with an American officer filling one 
of the assistant lectureships,” says the Paris edition 
of the New York Herald. “It is believed to be the 
first time that a foreign officer has ever been more than 
a pupil in this famous French military school. He is 
Col. Frank Parker (Inf., U.S.A.), chief of the American 
Military Mission with the French army before the United 
States entered the war, and later commander of the 1st 
American Division. The reason for this exceptional 
hovor partly dates back to the spring of 1914, when he 
attended the Ecole, representing the U.S. Army, and 
there made friendships with most of the officers who be- 
caine leaders of the French army in the great war. Upon 
outbreak of the war he was appointed chief of the Ameri- 
can Mission and had the opportunity to continue in con- 
tact with these leaders, at the same time having a 
larger opportunity than any other American officer to 
study modern warfare. After the United States entered 
the war Colonel Parker returned home, and again came to 
France with the famous ist Division, finally becoming 
Again he was in constant co-operation 


its commander.

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with the high French commands, particularly with Gen- 
eral Mangin, and was decorated several times for his 
successful handling of his division. Last year he fin- 
ished at the Ecole the course he had begun in 1914, and 
it was at special request of the French Ministry of War 
he was detailed by the American War Department as an 
assistant professor at the school, He returned to France 
with his family only last week, and before taking up 
his duties supervised the setting up of the last of the 
five monuments which mark the important engagements 
of his division.” 

Colonel Parker is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., of the 
Freach Riding School at Saumur, of Sorbonne University 
of France, and the University of Havana. After the 
American Army left Cuba in 1909, Colonel Parker (then 
captain) was selected to reorganize the Cuban army. 
He spent four years at this work and received the high- 
est commendation, and was*decorated by the Cuban gov- 
ernment. Upon our entry into the World War he was 
made Chief of the American Mission at French G.H.Q., 
and remained there for eight months, until assigned to 
command the 18th Infantry, Dec. 30, 1917. He was 
promoted brigadier general in August, 1918, and was with 
the American troops upon their first entry into the battle 
line in France. He commanded the 1st Division in the 
Argonne, operations against the Meuse, at Mouzon, and 
before Sedan. His service in France included commands 
in the Toul Sector, at Cantigny, Soissons, in the St. 
Mihiel salient and the Argonne, and the successive opera- 
tions of the Ist Division. His nomination for promotion

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Navy LeaGve RESTRICTIONS REMOVED. 

The orders issued by former Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, No. 55, in 1917, were revoked and the orders 
contained in No. 55 and in No. 74, 1918, were cancelled 
in an Alnav message to the Service on March 7 by Secre- 
tary Denby. The message stated that “all discrimina- 
tive restrictions placed on the Navy League by the 
Navy Department or by its orders are hereby removed.” 
The restrictions were raised by Seerctary Daniels when 
in Angust, 1917, a statement attributed to the Navy 
League said the league had information from an official 
source that the Navy Department had yielded to “power- 
ful labor interests” in secking to suppress news of a 
“criminal conspiracy” to destroy the black powder maga- 
zine at the navy yard, Mare Island, Calif. There had 
been an explosion in this magazine which was then un- 
der investigation. Thereupon Sccretary Daniels de- 
nounced the statement and called upon Col. R. M. Thomp- 
son to resign as president of the Navy League. Colonel 
Thompson retorted with a suggestion for a “joint” resig- 
nation of Secretary Daniels and himself. The order No. 
55 was then issued, excluding oflicers and agents of the 
Navy League from ships and stations of the Navy. The 
order No, 74 further prohibited the comforts committee 
of the league from sending donations to,the enlisted por- 
sonnel. When the court of inquiry filed its report on 
the Mare Island explosion Colonel Thompson offered an 
expression of regret, -but Secretary Daniels declined to 
accept it and the restrictions were enforced.

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Fears oF ARMY Moror SALE GROUNDLESS. 
When the Motor Transport Service of the Quarter- 


master Corps advertised an auction sale of unserviceable - 


motor vehicles at Camp Holabird, last month, the Balti- 
more Automobile Dealers’ Association, Ine., made prompt 
protest. ‘Fhey sent a set of resolutions agaifst the sale 
to every Senator and Representative from the state of 
Maryland, with the request that they use their infiu- 
ence to bring about a discontinuance of further dis- 
posal of Government motor vehicles at Camp Holabird. 
The dealers declared that it would materially injure the 
automobile industry in Maryland, and particularly in the 
city of Baltimore. In spite of their resolutions the sale 
was held aceording to schedule, and: hundreds of. inter- 
ested buyers flocked to Baltimore to take advantage of 
the opportunity. The auctioneer reported that ninety 
per cent. of the unserviceable vehicles sold went out 
of Baltimore, and while the buyers were present they 
also invested with the local dealers in new automobiles, 
one firm reporting the sale of seven new cars to out-of- 
town persons who had come for the auction. ‘The Balti- 
more dealers now have acknowledged their mistake of 
judgment in the following letter to the auctioneer, which 
has just beer brought to the attention of the Quarter- 
master General: “Acknowledging receipt of your favor 
of the 24th inst. There was: apprehension on the part 
of some of our members in regard to the sales at Camp 
I[elabird, fearing it might be a detriment to their’ busi- 
ness. - We thank you for your favor of the 24th; giving 
us details in regard to same, which tends ts show that 
the apprehension to a great.-extent? was groundless, 
(Signed) Baltimere Automobile Trade Association.” 
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CONGRESS AND THE SERVICES. 

The fact that the last session of the 66th Congress 
ended with negative action on the Naval Appropriation 
bill and the failure to pass an adequate Army Appro- 
priation bill is not the worst feature of the record of 
that session so far as the Services are concerned. Dis- 
couragement is to be found in the general tone pervad- 
ing the session just closed which evinced a strong de- 
sire to practice economy at the expense of the Army and 
Navy. This economy first took the form of marked re- 
ductions in appropriations for the enlisted personnel, 
and seeond in the evident desire of the Senate, in par- 
ticular, to engage in an understanding with Great 
Britain and Japan whereby the building program of the 
U.S. Navy shall be reduced. The strength of the forces 
opposed to these two ideas resulted in the Army Appyro- 
priation bill being killed by President Wilson. in the 
last hour he was in office, by his refusal to sign it on 
the ground that the reduction of the enlisted personnel 
was in violation of the spirit of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act of June “4, 1920, as regards a suitable enlisted 
strength for the Regular Army. The Naval Appropria 
tion bill was withdrawn in the Senate owing to the 
that those who were opposed to its general purpose « 





réducing the Navy were powerful enough to prevent the 





“little Navy” element from passing the bill as it stood. 
Whether the opposition to the “littl Navy” ‘idea can 
control the Senate in its discussion of the new pr 
sented Naval Appropriation bill remains to be seen. But 
the prospect does not look very bright for this in vi 
of the fact that the Senate has already voted fay 
on the resolution seeking a conferen with Great 
Britain and Japan on the reduction of naval anjents. 
In the attitude of (Congress toward the two Service 
bills we see repeated the old, depressing and cost story 


of the refusal of our legislators to heed the best pro- 


fessional opinion of our most highly

policy of “understanding” between Congress and the 
War Department, which is that the enlisted strength is 
to be governed only by the amount appropriated for 
pay of enlisted men. If the measure that failed on 
March 4 is enacted at the extraordinary session of Con- 
gress the Army will have to be reduced by June 30, 1922, 


to an enlisted strength that will be 75,000 less than can 


-properly perform its mission. 


The same spirit has prevailed in the Senate and 
House regarding the Navy. {| The General Board inas ob- 
jected with all the knowledge and force at its command 
against the proposal to reduce armaments. )Yet the Sen- 
ate has ignored this sound professional advice and has 
passed a resolution asking the President to call a con- 
ference with Great Britain and Japan seeking such an 
agreement. The Senate met the House proposal to re- 
duee the enlisted strength of the Navy to 100,000 men 
as against the present strength of 148.000 men by a 
compromise figure of 120,000 men. We sce in this a 
curious reflection of the inability of Congress to main- 


‘tain the same line of thought regarding both Services, 


By its action in providing pay for only 14,000 commis- 
sioned officers in the Army, Congress gives to that Ser- 
vice a commissioned strength approximately 6,000 less 
than the number the Regular Army requires for carry- 
ing out its mission. The reduction from the strength 
fixed by the Army Reorganization act is approximately 
nineteen per cent. The war taught us that the most im- 
perative need of an Army at the outbreak of hostilities 
was a large number of trained commissioned ofticers, 
Congress puts aside that lesson when considering the 
Army, yet does not take the same course with regard to 
the Navy. For while thé reduction in the enlisted 
strength of the Navy from 143,000 to 120,000 men (the 
last figure being the: one set by the Senate Committee 
on Naval Affairs) might naturally create the impres- 
sion that the commissioned strength of the Navy would 
suffer a reduction, actually this would not take place, 
since the Naval Appropriation bill as it came from the 
Hotise did not change the authorized strength at all. 
And it is on the authorized enlisted strength that the 
number of commissioned officers of the Navy is based. 
his spirit of antagonism towards the Services; and 
more particularly towards the Army, was especially 
shown in the matter of the confirmation of general officerg 
nominated for promotion. ‘There was every good rea 
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son in the world why these nominations should have 





’ been confirmed,- and. yet. the Senate withheld them for 


political reasons, leaving justice. aside. The result of 
this may be only temporary. Yet the injustice remains ; 
together with innumcrablé confusions for the new Sec- 
retary of War to straighten out, to.add to his burdens. 
The last session of the 66th Congress. passes into- his- 
tory leaving behind it-in-the Armyand Navy a_ feeling 
of injustice and foreboding that. is - unhappily - justified. 
From the tone of the speech made by Secretary of the 
Navy Denby at the Navy League dinner in Washington 
on -March 5 the Navy can feel that it has a fighting 
“hig Navy’ man as its civilian head. But just how 
far he can make that spirit carry with Congress remains 
to be scen. We have not learned as to what the atti- 
tude of Secretary of War Weeks-is toward an Army of 


effective size. Yet he has to face an attitude in Con- 
gress that does not argue for a hopeful outlook toward 
an Army large enough to fulfill its mission at-home and 
abroad.

GENERAL MARCH CONTINUES AS CIJEF OF STAFF. 
Orders issued by direction of the President on March 


5 stated that Majer Gen. Peyton ©. March, U.S.A., shall 
serve as Chief of Staff until further orders. The phrase- 
clogy of the order followed that issued retaining Major 


Gen. Leonard Wood as Chief of Staff at the time Presi- 
dent Wilson took office, with the exception,that in the 


latter- order it was stated-Gencral Wood would “con- 
tinue’ as Chief of Staff. Issuance of this order was 
neeessary under Army Regulations, unless a successor to 
General Mareh was to be immediately appointed. While 
the detail of the Chief of Staff is for four years unless 
sooncr terminated, Army Regulations provide that “since 
the successful performance of the duties of the position 
requires a relation of absolute confidence and personal 
accord and sympathy” between the Chief of Staff and 
the President and also the Secretary of War, “for this 


eason, without any reflection whatever upon the officer 


1, 
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detailed. the detail will in every case cease, unless sooner 


terminated, on the day following the expiration of the 
term ef office of the President by whom the detail is 
made.” General March was commanding general of the 
Army Artillery of the Ist Army in France from Oct. 4, 
1917. to Jan. 31, 1918. He was acting Chief of Staff, 
U.S.A., from March 2 to May 20, 1918, and was ap- 
pointed Chief of Staff, U.S.A., with the rank of general, 
May 20, 1918. One of his first acts was to recommend 
to the Secretary of War a military program calling for 
some eighty divisions or approximately 2,760,000 men 
to be available in France by June 30, 1919. This pro- 
gran approved and promtly put into effect, con- 
templating the landing in France of 2,350,000 men by 
Dee. 1. 1918, and how closely this program was carried 
out is shown in the fact that when the armistice came 
in November, 1918, the American Expeditionary Forces 


totaled nearly 2,100,000 men. The demobilization prob- 
lem was handled under direction of General March with 
expedition -and without disturbance, and it will be re- 
garded for many years to come as one of the outstanding 
accomplishments of the United States in the war. There 
is as yet no official indication whether the continuation 
of General March in the office of Chief of Staff is to be 
temporary or whether, as in the case of General Wood 
when he was continued in that office after the inaugura- 
tion of President Wilson in 1915, he will continue until 
the end of a four-year detail. There is naturally much 
speculation. however, as to the possible appointment of 
a suecessor and a number of officers have been men- 
tioned for possible appointment as Chief of Staff. Among 
these are Major Gens. James G. Harbord, William G. 
Haan and Charles P. Summerall. Further rumor re- 
ports that Secretary Weeks will very soon announce the 
selection of a new chief of staff. 
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Fie_tp ARTILLERY VACANCIES FOR OFFICERS. 


In view of the fact that there are approximately 600 
vacancies for officers in the Field Artillery efforts are 
now being made by the Chief of Field Artillery to in- 
duce capable men to enter the next examination for com- 
missions scheduled for April 25. Those who contem- 
plate competing will find copies of the regulations at 
every Army post or station. They were. printed in our 
issue of Feb. 26, page 717. Designated honor graduates 
from selected institutions maintaining senior units of 
the R.O.T.C. will be exempted entirely from examina- 
tion in the preliminary subjects and persons who have 
attended a recognized college or university or other 
school maintaining a unit of the R.O.T.C., or who have 
been graduated from a high school accredited by a state 
university. Graduates of or members of the senior class 
may be exempted also who are in good standing and 
who will graduate within six months from recognized 
colleges and universities or other schools maintaining 
senior units of the R.O.T.C. The other examination 
subjects are divided into three groups, as follows: Group 
A, analytical geometry, caleulus, advanced mechanics 
and surveying; Group B, French and Spanish; and 
Group ©, English and American literature, electricity, 
constitution of the United States and international law, 
or for senior R.O.T.C. students only, military law, chem- 
istry, minor tactics and military engincering. Exemp- 
tion of honor graduates applies to these groups as to the 
subjects named. above, also graduates of or members of 
the senior class in good standing who will graduate with- 
in six months from: recognized colleges and universities 
and students or former students of senior R.O.T.C. units 


may be exempted.-from. not to exceed two subjects in 
Groups A; :B-and ‘C -upon -evidence of satisfactery com- 
pletion of such subjects, but will be required to take ex- 
amination in one subject of Group A to be selected by 
them. Unless -exempted é¢ach- candidate must select a 
minimum of one and may; select a maximum of three 
subjects of Group A; each candidate may select one of 
the two subjects of Group B among the three required 
of Groups A, B and C; or he may select not to exceed 
two of the subjects of Group © and one in Group A. 
To qualify for appointment a general average of seventy- 
five is required on the whole examination, and a mark 


of not less than sixty-five in each subject. Relative or- 


der of merit and relative position on the promotion list 
will be determined from the marks awarded. 
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CORRECTED N.G. TABLES OF ORGANIZATION. 

Corrected tables of organization covering personnel for 
headquarters units of the various branches of the Nation- 
al Guard have been sent to all the state adjutants gen- 
eral by the Chief of Militia Bureau. Originally the Reg- 
ular Army tables of organization were furnished to the 
National Guard, but owing to the fact that in many 
instances these tables specify only that certain organi- 
zations may have a major or lieutenant colonel, or three 
officers may be majors or captains, etc., special. tables 


‘have been prepared for the National Guard @esignating 


spccifically the grades of officers for headquarters units 
of brigades, regiments and battalions of Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery, Engineers, and Signal Corps, and 
for headquarters of motorcycle and motor transport 
companies. The corrections providing specifically the 
grade of. the officers for particular organizations are as 
follows: For the Infantry Regimenta! Headquarters there 
may be one major as a regimental machine gun officer ; 
Engineer regimental headquarters one lieutenant colonel, 
which is specially authorized for the National Guard; 
one first lieutenant for an Engineer’s batallion head- 
quarters, specially authorized; one first lieutenant for 
the Motor Transport Company, and one first lieutenant 
for a motorcycle company, which are not provided in the 
Regular Army tables of organization. It was also found 
in applying the Regular Army tables of organiza- 
tion to the National Guard that some organizations only 
had one commissioned officer. On account of business 
engagements a National Guard officer is sometimes pre- 
vented from attending drill, and in such case where an 
organization has only one officer the organization would 
not be officially represented. It is believed essential to 
have at east one officer present at all drills of the Na- 
tional Guard and for this reason a general exception has 
been made and two officers are authorized to an organi- 
zation as #s permitted under Sec. 60, N.D.A., as amended 
June 4, 1920. Another feature of the new tables is that 
they specify the maximum number of enlisted men that 
certain headquarters units in the National Guard shall 
have which has not been done herctofore. 
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EcoNoMY IN SUPPLIES AND EQUIPMENT. 

Measures making for economy were ordered by the 
War Department on March 5 when corps area command- 
ers were directed to make use of all supplies and equip- 
ment now stored at camps, posts and stations under 
their jurisdiction over and above that needed for one to 


_ three months at any particular station. This was to be 


done before drawing on supplies placed to their credit in 
certain designated intermediate depots. Exception is 
to be made only if in the opinion of the corps area com- 
manders it will be more economical to draw these sup- 
plies from such credits rather than transfer them be- 
tween posts, camps and stations of their areas. When 
an inventory shows excess of the needs of the corps area 
for a period of three months the excess will be reported 
to the chief of the supply branch concerned for his in- 
formation and for such disposition as may be deter- 
mined, subject to the approval of the Secretary of War. 
The foregoing instructions are due to the fact that quan- 
tities of supplies have been accumulating at certain 
camps, posts and stations above the needs of these sta- 
tions fora period of from one to three months. The 
War Department also has directed that strict super- 
vision shall be exercised by unit commanders over turn- 
ing in to salvage of worn property, including clothing 
and equipment: - It is stated that no property will be 
turned in to salvage and replaced by quartermasters un- 
der the provisions of sub-paragraph 2a, paragraph 678, 
Army Regulations, and paragraph 4, Circular No. 21, 

. D., 1920, unless actually worn out by fair wear and 
tear in the Service and then only when it is in condi- 
tion beyond the stage of profitable reclamation for re- 
turn to the original wearer. 
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RESERVE OFFICERS FOR GENERAL STAFF. 

Several officers who are ‘additional members of the War 
Department General Staff, as required under provisions of 
the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, have been 
relieved from duty upon their own request. These officers 
served for six months and felt that they could no longer 
neglect their private business interests. It is expected that 
Reserve officers or National Guard officers of Reserve 
commission who were recommended for General Staff 
duty will make application for assignment to the va- 
eancies now existing to the War Department, and it is 
known that there is no objection. to. the governors of the 
several states sending in additional recommendations ‘for 
the appointment of officers in response to the invitation 


which was extended te them on. June 16, 1920. The law 
provides for this duty, which approximates six months, 
and it is felt that there are many: Reserve and National 
Guard officers who might avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to serve on the War Department General Staff 
if they were acquainted with the fact that thére are va- 
cancies. These officers are on an equal footing with 
officers of the Regular Army and those who have been 
on this additional staff duty have expressed themselves 
as grateful for the opportunity to gain an intimate 
knowledge of Army administration and policies. On the 
other hand the work that is being done has been appreci- 
ated to the full by the officers on duty in the War De- 
partment and the presence of the Reserve officers has 
served to set up an entente cordiale such as never before 
existed. The ideals of a citizen Army with three close- 
ly co-operating components—the Regular Army, the Na- 
tional Guard, and the Organized Reserves—have been 
pushed far forward through the splendid service of the 
Reserve officers on General Staff committees. 





ALLOTMENTS TO CHIEFS OF BRANCHES. 


The War Department issued a new table of. allotments 
of officers on duty in the offices of the chiefs of branches 
of the Army on March 5 which will reduce the commis- 
sioned personnel in Washington to approximately 600. 
The chiefs of the combatant arms of the Army, how- 
ever, are granted an‘ increase with the exception of the 
Air Service, which is cut to fifty officers, and the Corps 
of Engineers, cut to twenty-two. In the offices of these 
arms there were on duty on Jan. 15 last 163 officers, 
and the new allotment totals 174, as follows: Infantry, 
25; Cavalry, 15; Field Artillery, 19; Coast Artillery 
Corps, 13; Corps of Engineers, 22; Signal Corps, 30; 
Air Service, 50. As compared with the Jan. 15 figures, 
the increases are. ten for the Infantry, eight for the Cav- 
alry, seven for Field Artillery, two for Coast Artillery 
Corps, eight for the Signal Corps. The decreases are 
seven for the Corps of Engineers’ and seventeen for the 
Air Service. The new allotments in the other arms are: 
Chaplains, 5; Chemical Warfare Service, 15; The Adju- 
tant General’s Department, 37; Inspector General’s De- 
partment, 18; Judge Advocate General’s Department, 
53; Quartermaster Corps, 101; Ordnance Department, 
45; Finance Department, 16; Medical Department, 27; 
Bureau of Insular Affairs, 3; Militia Bureau, 17; total, 
491. The War Department General Staff is now com- 
posed of approximately 100 officers. This reduction is 
in line with War Department policy and will probably 
mect the approval of members of Congress who have not 
been chary of offering criticism in the House,. particu- 
larly as to what appeared to these legislators as an ex- 
cessive number of officers on duty in Washington. 
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NEED OF APPROPRIATIONS FOR R.O.T.C. Camps. 


One of the important matters which will be urged upon 
Congress at the extraordinary session to be called in 
April is the early enactment of legislation ensuring 
camps for the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps this year. 
June 16 has been set as the date for the opening of 
these camps, consequently there will be little. time be- 
tween Congress making provision for them and-the act- r 
ual opening. Under ordinary conditions funds for these 
camps might be taken from the miscellaneous fund of 
the Quartermaster Corps, but this source is depleted to 
such an extent that it could not supply money éven to 
pay mileage. Members of R.O.T.C. units, however, may 
prepare to attend camps assured that provision will be 
made in good season for the necessary funds, accordng 
to well informed officers on duty in the War Depart- 
ment. There is little doubt that Congress will take up 
the Army appropriations early in the new session and 
may be expected to enact legislation which will make 
funds available immediately for the R.O.T.C. camps, 
knowing that to discourage the students who desire to 
attend them would have a depressing effect not only 
updn the individual but upon the whole policy be military 
training in educational institutions. 
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Coast Guarp NOMINATIONS RESUBMITTED. 


Of the many nominations for promotion of Coast 
Guard officers submitted to Congress only those were 
confirmed which commissioned officers in original vacan- 
cies and which, if not confirmed, might result in a separa- 
tion of the appointee from the Service. As a result 
only nine ensigns and two district superintendents were 
confirmed. Headquarters has recommended the resub- 
mission of the names of forty officers for promotion to 
the grades of commander, lieutenant commander, lieuten- 
ant and lieutenant (j.g.) to the Senate for confirmation. 
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TRANSPORTATION CLAIMS SETTLED WITH BRITISH. 

Agreement has been reached for the settlement of all 
claims arising out of transportation services rendered 
between ‘this country and Great Britain during the war. 
The settlement is largey based on the so-called Reading- 
Hines agreement which arranged for the terms under 
which freight and passengers should be carried. This, 
in connection with the settlements made by the Liqui- 
dation Commission and by Col. G. W. Burr of the Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic Division, War Department, 
General Staff, in London practically completes the set- 
tlement of all claims between the War Department and 
the British government. 
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DEMOTION RESULTS OF NON-CONFIRMATION. 
War Department Issues List of Reverted Ranks. 


In a circular of informatien issued by the War De- 
partment on March 7 the results of the non-confirmation 
of recent Army promotions are given. ‘The circular be- 
gins with the following explanation of the procedure of 
nomination and appointment of officers: “Officers of 
the Army are appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. The promotion of 
an officer is accomplished by appointing him to the grade 
to which he is entitled by promotion. The procedure is 
as follows: The President nominates; the Senate con- 
firms; officer is appointed. When the Senate is in ad- 
journment the President is authorized by law to make 
recess appointments, both in the case of new appoint- 
ments and in the case of promotions. However, such 
recess appointments are not permanent and must be 
nominated and confirmed during the next session of the 
Senate. Should the Senate adjourn without having con- 
firmed the nomination of any officer holding a recess ap- 
pointment, such officer automatically reverts to his for- 
mer grade, or if an original appointment, ceases to be 
an officer of the Army.” 

We gave on page 745 in our issue of March 5 the 
names of the appointees to the ranks of major general 
and brigadier general. who will revert to the ranks of 
brigadier general, colonel and lieutenant colonel. The 
circular explains that, 

“The failure to confirm the general officers named 
above caused those officers to revert to their former 
grades and to fill vacancies in those grades. Conse- 
quently, the Senate could confirm nominations to re- 
maining vacancies only. Therefore, a number of officers 
who had been nominated as colonels and lieutenant col- 


onels, many of whom held recess appointments, could. 


not be confirmed and must also revert to their former 
grades. All nominations of officers of the Medical De- 
partment and chaplains were confirmed, as the promotion 
of such officers is determincd by years of service. All 
other officers of the Army below the grade of colonel are 
promoted in the order in which their names appear on 
the promotion list. All officers on the promotion list 
were confirmed down to and including the officers named 
below : 

“The last colonel confirmed: Carl A. Martin, No. 316 
on the promotion list. 

“The last lieutenant colonel confirmed: Lew's Brown, 
jr.. No. 1021 on the promotion list. 

“The Igst major confirmed: Michael F. Davis, No. 
3332 on the promotion list. 

“All colonels, lieutenant colonels and majors were con- 
firmed down to and including officers whose dates of ap- 
pointment were on or before July 15, 1920, and also the 
three officers named in the preceding paragraph, whose 
appointment dated as of July 16, 1920.” 

Officers Nominated as Coloncis Not Confirmed. 

From the list of colonels announced in our issue of 
March 5 as demoted to licutenant colonel by reason of 
failure of confirmation should be omitted the name of L. 
A. Curtis, now retired, and A. J. Harris, Infantry. To 
the list should be added the names of the following offi- 
cers demoted to lieutenant colonel:

Majors All Confirmed. 

All nominations to the grade of major were confirmed. 
Nominations to the grade of major, to fill vacancies sub- 
sequent to July 15, had not been made; thergfore, no 
officers appointed as majors revert to lower grades. No 
nominations were confirmed for promotion to grades be- 
low that of major; therefore oficers so nominated revert 
to their former grades. Al! nominations for original ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army were confirmed; so that 
the failure to confirm the nominations for promotions, 
cited above, did not operate to deprive any officer of a 
commission in the Regular Army. The advancement in 
grade of officers on the retired list at the time of their 
retirement, or subsequent thereto, is covered by law and 
does not require confirmation. ‘Therefore, the rank of 
all officers on the retired list remains unchanged. 
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LATE ARMY CONFIRMATIONS.

CITIZENS’ MILITARY TRAINING CAMPS. 
Regulations Issued by the War Department. 


Under the authorization of schools and camps for 
civilians and persons enrolled in, or who are candidates 
for, the Officers’ Reserve Corps and the Enlisted he- 
serve Corps, contained in Sec. 47d, act of June 4, 1920, 
the War Department has approved regulations for Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps. ‘The regulations pro- 
vide for three steps, designated as-Red, White and Blue 
courses, whose objects are as follows: 

Red course, to bring together young men of all types, 
both native and foreign born, and to qualify them in 
the Reserves; candidates must be between sixteen and 
forty-five years of age, but no educational qualifications 
are prescribed. Training in this course will include the 
duties of the private in the school of the soldier, squad 
and company; small arms rifle practice, guard duty, 
camping and marching, individual cooking, care of equip- 
ment, personal hygiene, physical development, discipline 
and morale. 

White course, to qualify selected privates of the 
Organized Reserves as non-commissioned officers; to 
provide preliminary training for candidates fer commis- 
sions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and to provide fur- 
ther military training for those who have completed the 
Red course or who have had equivalent training. This 
White course is open {fo enlisted men of the Organized 
Reserves, aged nineteen to forty-five years, who are rec- 
ommended by cammanding officers, and vacancies may 
be filled by civilians within the age limits who apply 
and who have had prior military training in the Red 
course or its equivaient. 

Blue course, to provide more advanced an, for 
warrant officers and selected non-commissioned cers 
of the Regular Army, National Guard and Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps, also civilians, with a view to their appoint- 
ment as officers in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Any 
civilian, warrant officer or non-commissioned officer, 
twenty-one years old, who has the required education, 
general or technical, and qualifications prescribed by 
regulations for the appointment of officers in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, is eligible to attend the Blue course. 
but no candidate more than forty-five years old will be 
accepted. Civilian candidates will be accepted only to 
the extent of vacancies unfilled from other sources, and 
all candidates must have completed the training pre- 
scribed for the Red and White courses or the equiva- 
lents thereof. 

The instruction in the Blue course will comprise spe- 
cialization in the duties of a junior officer in the branch 
of the Army selected by the candidate and for which he 
is considered qualified by reason of previous experience 
and education. The chiefs of branches of the Army will 
prepare the general training program for their respective 
arms and by inspections and recommendations assist the 
War Department General Staff in supervisittg their gen- 















eral operation. ‘The training schedules, based on these 
programs, will be prepared by the commanding general 
of corps area or department. Certificates are to be i 
sued upon f each course to those found qua!- 
i by a 1 of officers.

Passing of the required 
physical test is. of course, required, but for candidates 
for the Red course exeeption will be made to the extent 
that no candidate weighing less than 100 pounds, less 
than fifty-six inches in height at sixteen years of age, 
fifty-eight inches in height at seventeen years of age, 
and sixty inches in height at the age of eighteen years 
and over, or who has less than two inches’ chest expan- 
sion, will be accepted. 

Applicants for the White and Blue courses are to be 
informed that because of the short duration of the camps 
it will be impossible to gtve theoretical and text-book 
instruction in all subjects required; they will be in- 
formed of the studies they should pursue prior to re- 
porting to camp. In general a grammar school educa- 
tion or its equivalent is necessary for the White course, 
and a high school education or its equivalent for the 
Blue course. Applicants are to be encouraged to apply 
for the branch of the Service for which their occupation 
in civil life or their services in the Army fits them best. 
Regular Army, National Guard and Enlisted Reserve 
Corps applicants are to have opportunity to prepare 
themselves for the courses and will receive such assist- 
ance by their commanding officers as may be practicable. 
Candidates in the Red course will be organized into rifle 
companies of Infantry; of the White and Blue courses 
into companies or cerresponding units of their branch, 
or they may be attached to units of the Regular Army. 
The number of Reserve officers to be utilized in connec- 
tion with the various courses will be announced by the 
War Department. Because of the benefits which will 
accrue to Reserve officers by acting as iastructors at 
these camps, full use will be made of such officers within 
the available appropriations. The commanding officers 
of the camps are to perfect arrangements for receiving, 
messing, examining, vaccinating, equippiug and assign- 
ing candidates. Immediately upon arriving at camp al! 
candidates will be inspeeted by a Medical officer with oa 
view to detecting incipient cases gf communicable dis- 
eases. his inspection will be coriacled with the can- 
didates stripped te the weist 
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day will be furnished; subsistence in camps at Govern- 
ment expense, medical attendance, laundry service and 
pay as provided by law will be furnished, also the neces- 
sary clothing, equipment and ammunition. Sales of quar: 
termaster property will be paid for at time of sale. 
Every candidate is to include in his hand baggage four 
suits of underwear, six pairs of socks, six handkerchiefs, 
four face towels, two bath towels, two pairs of pajamas, 
shaving and toilet articles.

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LAW ANNULMENT AFFECTS SERVICES. 
War and Emergency Ended In Relation to Certain Laws. 


While the offices of the Judge Advocate Generals of 
the Army and of the Navy are preparing digests for their 
departments relative to the effect of Pub. Res. No. G4, 
66th Congress, approved March 3, which declared that 
certain acts of Congress, joint resolutions and prociama- 
tions shall be construed as if the war had ended on that 
date and the present or existing emergency had expired, 
we are able to forecast some of the effects of the resolu- 
tion upon the Service personnel. It is anticipated that 
the reports of the J.A.G. offices will be considered by 
the Secretaries of War and the Navy and when approved 
will be made public for the Services. We are indebted 
to the acting Paymaster General of the Navy, Rear Ad- 
miral C. J. Peoples, for information as to the following 
aspects of the effect of the resolution in relation to pay 
~~ other important matters of concern to Navy person- 
nel ; 





Navy Personnel Interests. 


Pay of Retired Oficers—Retired officers on active duty 
after March 3 will be entitled to receive active duty pay 
and allowances not exceeding that of licutenant com- 
mander. 

Retainer Pay of Naval Reserve Force—Members of the 
Naval Reserve Force on active duty for purposes other 
than training are not entitled to retainer pay. Instruc- 
tions will be issued to commandants and commanding 
officers to inform the Navy Allotment Officer by March 
25 as to all Reservists who were on duty other than for 
training on March 3, giving full names, dates of enrol- 
ment, rank or rating or class. Reports will also be 
made as occurring of all Reservists entering upon or de- 
tached from active duty other than for training after 
March 3. 

Uniform Gratuity of Naval Reserve Force—In accord- 
ance with the provisions of instructions issued by the 
Secretary of the Navy on Noy. 11, 1920, the uniform 
gratuity of enlisted members of the Naval Reserve Force 
on = reporting for active duty after March 3, 1921, 
is S50. 

War Risk Allotmcents—Classes “A” and “B” are affected 
by this resolution.

Text of Public Res. 64 (HJ. Res. 882). 

The text of the joint resolution in substance follows: 

H.J. Res. 382. In the interpretation of any provision re- 
lating to duration or date of termination of present war or of 
present or existing emergency, meaning thereby war between 
Imperial German Government and Imperial and Royal Austro- 
Hungarian Government and Government and people of the 
United States, in any acts of Congress, joint resolutions, or 
proclamations of President containing provisions contingent 
upon duration or date of termination of such war or of such 
present or existing emergency, the date when this resolution 
becomes effectivé shall be construed and treated as date of 
termination of the wat or of present or existing emergency, 
notwithstanding any provision in any act of Congress or joint 
resolution providing any other mode of determining date of 
such termination. 

And any act of Congress, or any provision of any such act, 
that by its terms is in force only during the existence of a 
state of war, or during such state of war and a limited period 
of time thereafter, shall be construed and administered as if 
such war between the governments and people aforesaid ter- 
minated on the date when this resolution becomes effective, 
any provision of such law to contrary notwithstanding; ex- 
cepting, however, from operation and effect of this resolution 
following acts and proclamations, to wit: Title 2 of ‘‘The 
Food Control and District of Columbia Kents Act,'’ approved 
Oct. 22, 1919, the Trading with the Enemy act, approved Oct, 
6G, 1917, and all amendments thereto, and the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Liberty Bond acts, the Supplement to Sec- 
ond Liberty Bond act, and the Victory Liberty Loan act; 
Titles 1 and 3 of War Finance Corporation act as amended 
March 8, 1919, and Public Reso. No. 55, 66th Congress, di- 
recting War Finance Corporation to take certain action for 
relief of present depression in agricultural sections of the 
country, passed Jan. 4, 1921; also the proclamations issued 
under authority conferred by acts herein excepted from effect 
and operation of this resolution: Provided, however, 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as effective to 
terminate the military status of any person now in desertion 
from the military or naval service of the United States, nor 
to terminate the liability to prosecution and punishment under 
the Selective Service law, approved May 13, 1917, of any 
person who failed to comply with the provisions of said a t. 
or acts amendatocy thereof: Provided f That the acs 
to amend Sec. %, Title 1, of the act o 15, 1917, to 
punish acts of interference with foreign retations, to punisis 
espionage, etc., approved Muay 16, 1918, is hereby repealed, 
and that said Sec. 3 of said act as approved June 15, 1917, 
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is hereby revived and restored with same force and effect as 
originally ena 1. 

Nothing herein contained shall be held’ to exempt from 
prosecution or lieve from punishment any offense hercto- 
fore. committed jin violation of any act hereby repealed or

THE SINGLE LIST FOR PROMOTION. 


Discussion of Proposed Amendment. 


There is very great interest in the subject of the single 
list for promotion in the Army and in the question 
whether the list as it stands obtains the best results 
practicable, or whether the provisions of law affecting 
the list should be further modified by corrective legisla- 
tion. We here present a discussion of the matter from 


the standpomt of those who believe that the present list 
should stand. -Further on we give the views of some of 
those who are opposed to the present arrangement of the 
single list and the present provisions of law in regard 
to it. 

rHE ADVOCATES OF THE PRESENT LIST. 

How the Single List Had Its Origin. 


In the minds of officers of the Regular Army recollec- 
tion is still undimmed relative to the incidents of the 
hearings which followed the introduction of H.R. 15835 
in the 65th Congress—the War Department bill for an 
Army of 509,000 men. ‘The outstanding feature of the 
hearings was the wave of opposition which arose in the 
Army to the proposal to adopt promotion by selection, 
and the nnrelenting fight against this proposition finally 
broke down the offensive of advocates of selection. From 
that moment promotion on a single list by seniority 
loomed larger and larger and when it was finally pro- 
vided for in the act of June 4, 1920, there was every rea- 
son to believe that ninety per cent. of the commissioned 
personnel approved of it. It was the consummation of 
a cherished desire present during many years of inequal- 
ity of promotion. But having at last been successful in 
attaining the wishes of the majority of the officers of 
the Army there seems now to be growing opposition to 
the single list which is endangering the continuity of 
that much-approved plan. 

The formation of the initial single list was necessarily 
attended with many complex problems, beeause of the 
varying rates of promotion which had formerly obtained 
in the different branches and the different conditions un- 
der which officers entercd the Service; some from the 
U.8. Military Academy, some from the war with Spain 
with volunteer service, some from training camps, some 
from the National Guard. The rules laid down in the 
law of June 4, 1920, were arrived at after many months 
of study and the nice weighing of the controlling factors 
to be considered in the formation of the initia] list. After 
practically all the objections that are now being made 
against the formation of the single list had been heard 
and considered the House Committee on Military Affairs 
wrote the rules in the confident belief that they would 
operate fairly for the great mass of the officers of the 
Army. The single list part of the law will probably stand 
as written, for the legislators who accomplished the 
work will continue as members of the military commit- 
tees of Congress. 

Senator McKellar’s Objection to List. 


Let us consider the basis of Senator McKellar’s ob- 
jection which halted confirmation of the nominations of 
officers due for promotion to the grade of captain and 
first lieutenant. First, the Senator is of the opinion that 
the board charged with the formation of the initial sin- 
gle list misconstrued the law in forming the lower half 
of the list which included all Regular officers whose 
original appointment was subsequent to April 6, 1917, 
and all officers below the grade of major appointed July 
1, 1920. Second, his opinion is that the so-called Per- 
shing board having appointed officers originally in cer- 
tain grades, such officers should not be immediately pro- 
moted to higher grades, in some cases over the heads of 
officers in a higher grade not so promoted by the opera- 
tion of the single list. As to the first objection, the law 
specifically prescribes that the governing principle in 
piacing officers on the initial single list shall be length 
of commissioned (Federal) service. Senator McKellar 
is evidently satisfied that the upper part of the list was 
formed on the principle of placing officers of each grade 
on the list in accordance with their total commissioned 
service; that is, all lieutenant colonels according to 
length of service; below them all majors in the same 
way, below them all captains, first lieutenants and sec- 
ond lieutenants also according to length of commissioned 
service. This, however, is not what the law prescribes, 
and this was not done. 

Here is what was actually done in strict accord with 
the law: Majors of Infantry and Cavalry, for example, 
were placed above lieutenant colonels of Field Artillery 
and of the Corps of Engineers of less service, and cap- 
tains of Infantry and Cavalry were placed above majors 
of Field Artillery amd Engineers, and in some cases even 
above lieutenant colonels of less service. Under the op- 
eration of promotion from the single list officers who 
were serving in the junior grades at the time of the for- 
mation of the list have been promoted over many officers 
who were in higher grades, but had less service and 
therefore a lower position on the single list. The same 
procedure was followed even more strictly in placing 
officers on the lower part of the list. The law here per- 
mitted some discretion within clearly defined limits, but 
prescribed that officers whose original Regular Army ap- 
pointment was subsequent to April 7, 1917, and all ap- 
pointed in grades of captain and lieutenant on July 1, 
1920, should be arranged according to length of service 
rendered prior tg Nov. 11, 1918, without any discretion 
whatsoever. 

The contention of Senator McKellar that the lower 
part of the list should have been arranged by placing 
the captains, then first lieutenants and then second lieu- 
tenants, arranged among themselves by grades accord- 
ing to length of service, cannot be made to agree with 
the specific provisions of the act of June 4, 1920, It 
prescribes that captains and lieutenants of the Regular 
Army and the Philippine Scouts originally appointed 
gince April 6, 1917, shall be arranged among themselves 
according to commissioned service rendered prior to Nov. 
11, 1918, and that persons to be appointed as captains or 
lieutenants under provisions of Section 24 shall be placed 
according to commissioned service rendered prior to Nov. 
11, 1918, among the officers above referred to. In brief, 
the law provides oflicers below grade of major shall be 


arranged among themselves aecording to length of com- 


missioned service rendered prior to Nov. 11, 1918. 
Effect of the McKellar Plan, 

The MelKellay amendment, which would arrange cap- 
tains, first and second lientenants among themselves by 
grades, it is held would work injustice to a large group 
of officers appointed subsequent to April 6, 1917, and 
hnoW serving in grades of captain and lieutenant because 
of the very unequal rates of promotion in the various 
branches prior to July 1, 1920. But let us consider the 


effect of the McKellar plan only on the emergency offi- 
cers appointed to the Regular Army in grades of cap- 
tain and lieutenant to date from July 1, 1920. Accord- 
ing to a recognized authority on the single list and upon 
the law the following situation would exist: 

“In the J.A.G. Department the lewest grade in which 
an officer can be appointed under the law is that of cap- 
tain. Therefore, all junior officers in the J.A.G. De- 
partment, no matter how much or how little service they 
rendered prior to Nov. 11. 1918, are in the grade of cap- 
tain; whereas in the Air Service, for example, the jun- 
ior grade in which officers can be appointed is that of 
second lieutenant. Scores of officers have been appoint- 
ed seeond lieutenant in the Air Service, many of whom 
rendered more service prior to Nov. 11, 1918, than the 
newly appointed captains in the J.A.G. Department. If 
Senator McKellar’s amendment were adopted officers of 
the J.A.G. Department would gain very materially by 
its provisions; officers of the Ordnance Department and 
Signal Corps would also gain materially; while officers 
of the Air Service particularly and of the Infantry, Cay- 
alry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery and Quartermaster 
Corps gencrally would snffer an injustice that would not 
be temporary, but would continue throughout their en- 
tire service without any possibility of correction ex- 
cept by another change in the law. 

“Senator MecKeilar bases his argument im favor of 
his amendment on the faet that the officors were ap- 
pointed to these grades by the so-called l’ershing board 
after examinations to determine, among other things, 
fitness for the partieular grades in which appointed. As 
a matter of fact. the board realized at the time that the 
exact determination of the grade in which the officers 
should be originally appointed was a matter of secondary 
importance, the principal function of that board being 
to determine whether or not the candidate had the neces- 
sary qualifications to be an eficer of the Army, not an 
officer of any particular grade. For the beard realized 
that under the operation of the single list the matter of 
rank would very soon be straightened out in accordance 
with the fundamental principles of seniority laid down 
in the law and therefore this board generally took the 
recommendation of the chief of the branch as to the 
grade in which the officer should be appointed, and it is 
a fact that the chiefs of branches had very different stand- 
ards on which to base the determination of grades, and 
in some eases, sueh as the J.A.G. Department, had no 
discretion whatever, because the lowest grade prescribed 
by law for appointment is that of captain. 


The Question of Credit for Fermer Service. 

“Another point raised in connection with the forma- 
tion of the single list is that of credit for service author- 
ized by law. This is a matter definitely laid down in 
the law and about which the board could have no disere- 
tion whatever. But the question has been raised as to 
whether or not service in the training camps, in the Na- 
tional Guard, and in the case of at least one class, some 
of the service as eadets at West Point, should be cred- 
ited for position on the single list. Some officers were 
in the training camps for only three months, others for 
five to eight months, and others got their commissions 
directly from civil life without going to the training 
camps at all. Also, of the war Fm 4 some graduates 
of the Mlitary Academy spent four years at the acad- 
emy, some three years and some only two. Also, many 
officers of the National Guard had had many years of 
service therein and some had had many months’ service 
with the National Guard on the Mexican bérder ig 1916 
and 1917. 

“The committees of Congress took all these matters 
into consideration; the varying character of training 
that had been given the officers in these various cate- 
gories; and after very long debate and careful considera- 
tion it was finally decided that the only clear-cut line of 
distinetion that could be drawn is that determined by 
commissioned service under a Federal commission. The 
law makes two exceptions to this rule. Reserve officers 
attending training camps as students were considered to 
be candidates for commission equally with other persons 
who did not have reserve commissions and therefore 
this service was not counted for position on the single 
list. Service rendered by officers of the National Guard 
in the service of the U.S. between April 6, 1917, and 
Aug. 5, 1917, the date on which these officers were draft- 
ed into the service of the U.S., was credited for position 
on the single list. These two exceptions alone are made 
in the law. Congress believed that they were sufficiently 
definite and the reasons sufficiently clear to justify mak- 
ing them. To allow service in the training camps and 
not allow service on the Mexican border would certainly 
seem to be unjustified; to allow service in the training 
camps and not allow service at the Military Academy 
would also seem to be unjustified; to allow service at 
the Military Academy for the war classes and not allow 
this service for the pre-war classes would seem to be 
uujustified. These cases are cited as examples simply to 
indicate the complexity of the problem which confronted 
Congress. 

“As a matter of fairness between the officers coming 
in as emergency officers and those already in the Regular 
Army, Congress decided that only that commissioned 
service which was rendered prior to Nov. 11, 1918, should 
be computed for purposes of standing on the promotion 
list. This provision was placed in the law because many 
emergency officers were discharged against their own 
wishes very soon after the armistice, and Congress did 
not want to discriminate against them.” 





.CRITICS OF THE SINGLE LIST. 
Hold Capts. and Lieuis. Should be Separately Grouped. 
In opposition to the present interpretation of the law 


emergency officers who were made captains charge that 
the arrangement of both the captains and the lieutenants 
in one group among themselves is discrimnatory. They 
declare that unless this injustice to them is rectified by 
remedial legislation the list will be a permanent bone of 
eontention and breed jealousy and discontent. Said a 
captain who came into the Regular Army from an emer- 


gency status which had its beginning in the first train- 
ing camp: 

“The captains based their belief that having been made 
captains they were eligible for promotion before all offi- 
cers appointed in the lieutenant grades upon the fact 
that peace-time promotion in the Army was by seniority. 


They are confirmed in their view. by their interpretation 
of the inteat of Congress. The law provides that on the 
permanent promotion list the new captains and lieuten- 
ants shall be arranged ‘among themselves according to 
commissioned service’ rendered during the war. Their 
interpretation is that this meagt nothing else but that 
captains would be gouwped among themselves, first lieu- 
tenants would also be so grouped, and second lieutenants 
also, specifically among themgelves. They confidently 
expected that the promotion list, once arranged, would 
so operate that every officer commissioned captain would 
advance to the grade of major before any officer selected 
for a lieutenant grade. They now learn that the War 
Department has placed the three grades together indis- 
criminately on the promotion list which, onee published, 
cannot be changed except through legislation. 

“In this arrangement a lieutenant who is promoted to 
captain will advance to major ahead of all captains who 
have even one day less service; captains who came out 
of the first training camp will be passed by long files of 
lieutenarpts who, though in most cases younger and less 
experienced in command, will reach their majority first. 
Here is a conerete example: A captain entered the first 
training camp in May, 1917, and on Aug. 15 was com- 
missioned captain of Artillery. e was immediately 
made commander of a battery in a new regi*tent of 
drafted men and trained this battery into a fighting unit 
which he took overseas and into battle. He had to keep 
up to the courses at ‘officer schools in addition to train- 
ing his men and horses. He was recommended for a ma- 
jority, but the armistice intervened. He remained in 
the Army, appeared before an examining board and re- 
ceived a permanent commission as captain. A la 
number of young officers who had been commissioned di- 
rect from civil life as lieutenants in the Ordnance 
partment, Quartermaster Corps, etc., in the period be- 
tween the declaration of war and the graduation of offi- 
cers from the training camps will pass over him, and all 
will become majors before this.captain does because of 
their few days’ longer service. captain is there- 
fore penalized for the period he passed in training camp 
competing for commission. Now, although the promo- 
tion list is still unpublished, the officers concerned esti- 
mate that about 1,200 captains will be passed by junior 
officers. in some eases losing as much as 2,000 numbers, 
and this cen mean nothing more than that many of those 
passed over will be retired for age before they receive 
any promotion. 

Hope for Remedial Legislation. 

“The officers thus discriminated against in the appli- 
cation of the law are encouraged by a belief that in all 
fairness remedial legislation will be favored by the new 
administration. They are a of action because they 
hear that the Seeretary of War is giving careful consid- 
eration to the list of tions sent in by the War De- 
partment which failed of confirmation because of Sene- 
for McKellar’s objection. These officers contend that 
their side of this matter, se important to them, has not 
hitherto been heard either in the War Department or 
in the Committees on Military Affairs. Justification of 
the arrangement of the promotion list on the ground that 
it applies the principles of seniority is untenable; rather 
it is the opposite of promotion by seniority, because it 
advances 2 junior over a senior without materia! justi- 
fication. J* is also contrary to the principle of prom- 
tion by selection because it takes a man who has been 
placed in a junior grade by a board of officers, which 
was a selection board, and jumps the men who were simi- 
larly selected by a board of officers because these men 
had superior qualifications.” 


Promotion List liay Force Out Emergency Oficers. 

Asked whether the contention of the captains who 
were former emergency officers ves support from 
Regular officers, the captain produced a sheaf of letters 
from Regular officers in the grade of major and above. 
Information was coming in from the field, he said, that 
the morale of the captains affected by the arrangement 
of the lower portion of the promotion list was reduced to 
a very great extent. He added: “Much depends upon 
the ‘esprit’ of the junior officers of the Army if we are 
to have a contented personnel, for they are in actual 
contact at al] times with troops, and a low morale among 
the junior officers must eventually be communicated to 
the men in the ranks. Regular officers have told me 
that the effect upon the young, less experienced officer 
who is promoted over one who has through the war 
borne heavy responsibility will be extremely detrimental ; 
the younger man will mor likely be ‘spoiled’ as an offi- 
cer than the older man over whose head he jumps. If 
the purpose had been to force out of the Army practi- 
tally all the former emergency officers who had been 
made captains no method will more certainly accomplish 
that purpose than the arrangement of the captains and 
lieutenants among t.emselves. Knowing the attitude of 
the captains as I do, I have no hesitancy in declaring 
that their resignations will come through in batches as 
they see younger officers who held lower rank during the 
war passing over their heads to majorities, which these 
captains consider rightfully and justly theirs. Having 
efficiently served as commanders of companies, batteries 
and even higher units and in staff capacities requiring 
the qualifications of a captain’s rank, it is toe much 
to expect them to accept what they are convinered is a 
rank injustice with complacency. And it is incomprehen- 
sible that Congress could have intended to bring about 
such a thing.” 


Thinks Present Law Unjust. 


A lieutenant of Infantry, who is opposed to the pres- 
ent arrangement of the single list, writes: “In regard 
to failure of the Senate to confirm captains and licuten- 
ants, you stated that regret was generally expressed 
by Army officers and members of the Senate over the 


failure. It is believed that this is erroneous inasmuch 
as it pertains to Army officers, especially those captains 
and lieutenants who were not confirmed. Most officers 
of these grades, both former temporary officers and Reg- 
ular officers, are in aecord with Senator McKellar in 
his interpretation of Section 24a of the act of June 4, 
1920. in that captains and lieutenants be arranged in 
their respective gradc 8. 

“Surely it was not the intention of Congress to have 


voung officers who served during the war for a considera- 
ble period and were never promoted above grade of first 
or second lieutenant, and whom the examining Soards, 
because of their youth, comparative efficiency or other 
<imilar eause, saw fit to commission as second lieuten- 
ants only, promoted over older officers who by their ef- 
forts attained the grades of captain, major and even 
lientenant colonel, merely because the former officers 
have been commiss'oned a few weeks or months longer 
than the latter. 

“The officers appointed provisionally since April 6, 
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1917, and under the old law, are all greatly disheartened 
and feel that the Reorganization act has done them an 
injustice. They feel that having entered the Army as a 
career, feeling secure in their position on the lineal list 
and assured of promotion in the order of this position as 
a reward for honest and faithful service, they have sud- 
denly had this guarantee removed by unfair legislation 
and have little incentive to remain in the Service that is 
so easily revolutionized. These officers were required to 
undergo a diflicult mental and physical examination, to 
serve provisionally for two years and then to take a 
rigid professional examination before being permanently 
appointed. They were ex-enlisted men of long and hon- 
orable service; ex-National Guard officers; civilians 
(mostly college men) and in the case of those from the 
training camps were the pick of the camps. Many of 
the latter refused captaincies in the O.R.C. in order that 
they might accept second lieutenancies in the Regular 
Army. 
equal privileges with Regular Army oflicers were ad- 
mitted after a childish mental and physical examination. 
In some cases no examination other than pliysical, con- 
ducted by boards which did not know the past history of 
the candidate and did not have access to his record, 
They were not required to serve a_ provisional period, 
but immediately became full-fledged Regular Army offi- 
cers. Many left the Service for a try at civil life and 
failing came back to find that the snme legislation which 
made their return possible also gave them rank above 
their former superiors. ‘The writer knows of one case 
where an officer left the Serviee for about a year and 
returned to find that he had actually gained in rank. The 
writer does not wish to belittle emergency efficers as a 
class; many are excellent officers and will be an asset to 
the Service; but he feels the manner of choosing them 
has greatly cheapened the profession of the commissioned 
officer. : 

“There are many ex-National Guard officers who fee! 
injustice in that they were not. given credit for their 
Federal service during the border campaign. Many were 
attached to old, well regulated Regular regiments and 
efeel this duty .was more valuable and instructive ‘than 
any equal amount of service since that time. 

“Because of these unfairnesses and because the list 
for promotion once confirmed cannot be changed the ma- 
jority of the officers of the Army who are directly af- 
fected prefer to have these matters corrected even though 
it means waiting for promotion.” 

Thinks Arguments Against Law's Amendment Unsound. 

A eaptain, Corps of Engineers, writes that he believes 
that some of the statements regarding the possible re- 
sults of Senator McKellar’s proposed amendment, that 
were presented in our issue March 5, are unwittingly 
misleading. The idea that the proposed change in the 
law tends toward promotion by selection, that it would 
overthrow the single list, and that it would undo the 
work of the Pershing board, may be intended to consoie 
those who are adversely affected unless the McKellar 
amendment is accepted, writes our correspondent, but 
he thinks that it does not accord with the facts. Ile does 
not believe the loss of morale among the captains and 
lieutenants would result from the proposed change in 
the law. Our correspondent adds: 

“I, together with several of my friends, have talked 
over the situation with officers in the various branches 
of the War Department in Washington and nowhere 
have we found the sentiment described in your article. 
Just the reverse seems to be true, To several of us who 
have actually obtained the figures in the matter and 
know the conditions, it seems that the JourNAL has tried 
to do us a service, but has unintentionally made state- 
ments which exaggerate the supposed injustices and 
which portray conditions which could not possibly be 
brought about by the amendment. 

“In the past few months I have been on duty with 
troops and-also as a student officer at one of the Ser- 
vice schools and have learned the attitude of several 
hundred captains and first lieutenants regarding the 
change contemplated by Senator MelKellar’s amendment. 
All of the officers with whom I've come in contact are 
unanimous, first lieutenants as well as captains, in the 
opinion that unless the change ‘in their respective grades’ 
is made they will be hopelessly ‘snowed under’ on the 
promotion list and consequently see no possibility of pro- 
motion out of their present grades for from twelve to 
fifteen years. The morale of some 135 second lieuten- 
ants recently nominated for promotion to captain might 
suffer; but what of the morale of over 4,000 captains 
and first lieutenants who are to be jumped by these offi- 
cers? It seems that the interests of the many should be 
regarded rather than those of a comparative few. 

“In case the law is allowed to go unchanged the atti- 
tude of fully three-fourths of the officers below the grade 
of major will be that the senior officers of the Army have 
seen to it that they were placed on the promotion list in 
their proper places, but that they did not bother about 
how the junior officers were placed. 

“How the change in the law contemplated by the 
words ‘in their respective grades’ could work to nullify 
the single list is hard to understand. On the other hand, 
if such great injustices are allowed to stand the discon- 
tent among the majority of junior officers will in time 
force a change to promotion by selection or some other 
method in order to give these officers their propér 
places on the promotion list. Better, it would seem, 
to change the law before any promotions are made 
and have the matter settled now. 

“It is said that Senator McKellar's amendment was 
based upon the theory of promotion by selection as op- 
posed to promotion by seniority. How such an inter- 
pretation could be made is almost inconceivable. The 
proposed amendment does not alter the system of pro- 
motion according to seniority; certain officers are not 
picked from the whole and promoted—no such construc- 
tion can possibly be placed upon the proposed change. It 
does mean, however, that if an officer were recommended 
by the Pershing board for a captaincy, another officer 
whose qualifications fitted him for a second lieutenancy 
would not be promoted over the captain. Certainly, if 
the board thought that second lieutenants and captains 
were to be placed on the list without regard to grade 
it would have made all the emergency officers second 
lieutenants. Evidently, out of the several thousand offi- 
cers appointed some stood out above others—not because 
they had served a few days longer, but because of age 
and other qualifications. Arguments to the effect that 
Mr. MacKellar’s amendment ‘is in contravention of the 
purpose of the law and would work an injustice to the 
thousands of emergency officers appointed to the Army’ 
are certainly based upon fancy rather than any fact. 
The proposed change will allow justice to be done in the 
cases of the great mafority of these officers rather than 
work to their disadventage.” 

Effect of Amendment on Promotion Files, 

An “Emergency Cay tain” writes: 


“The situation involved in the ecoustruction of the 


third and fourth sub- ivisions of Section 24a of the Re-

organization act, which is the subject of the suit brought 
by Capt. T. A. Lyon, J.A.G.D., and which is involved 
in MckKellar’s amendment, does not scem to be generally 
understood. ‘This suit contends for a construction of 
the act so that captains and lieutenants will be arranged 
on the promotion list in their respective grades, rather 
than as if all of the same rank. ‘The proposed amend- 
ment will have the same effect. 

“The location on the promotion list of the recently 
appointed captains, while not capable of exact ascer- 
tainment until publication of the list, can be approxi- 
mated from the 1920 Army Register. As no candidate 
under 36 years on July 1, 1920, could be appointed ma- 
jor, that age is taken for purposes of comparison. ‘The 
1920 register shows 1,220 officers under 56 who became 
majors by promotion as of July 1, 1920; an additional 
607 officers commissioned prior to April 6, 1917, 582 of 
whom are under 86; and an additional 919 officers, all 
under 36, commissioned prior to Aug. 15, 1917, the date 
of beginning of commissioned service of a large group of 
emergency officers who have been appointed captains. 
The result will be ‘bad files’ for all of these captains, 
according to the following tabulation. Ages shown are 
as of July 1, 1920. 

--Commissioned prior— 
to April 6, 1917, 
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“These ‘bad files,’ as shown, are not the total number 
of files preceding emergency officers, but merely those 
held. by men under any given age, who will advance first 
to the grades: of lieutenant colonel and colonel, holding 
them until retirement, and preventing.the promotion of 
older-men lower on the promotion list. From this it ap- 
pears that any recently appointed captain over the age 
of 29 must retire as a major, with 674 younger men 
holding the grade of lieutenant colonel and 599 in the 
grade of colonel. 

“The McKellar amendment, or the success of Captain 
Lyon’s suit, will overcome probably 800 bad files among 
those commissioned after April 6, 1917, affording par- 
tial relief, but those commissioned prior to April 6, 1917, 
will remain under the present law. Newly appointed 
field officers have been more fortunate, having been 
plaeed on the promotion list in their respective grades 
among the Regular officers according to age.” 


NOTES OF NAVY PERSONNEL. 

While Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., was in com- 
inand of the Cruiser and Transport Force as vice ad- 
miral he wrote an admirable paper on Discipline at the 
request of the 6th Division of the Bureau of Navigation 
when he was at sea on board the U.S.S. Leviathan, flag- 
ship of his force, in May, 1919.

. Resignations. 

The resignations of Temporary Licuts. (j.g.) Emerson 
W. Amos and Claude M. Rice were accepted: by the 
Secretary of the Navy during the weck ending March 10. 

Rear Admiral Frederic B. Bassett, jr., U.S.N., now 
at Philadelphia aboard his flagship, U.S.S. Dixie, has 
been ordered to Charleston, 8.C., to relieve Rear Admiral 
Ashley H. Robertson, who is to sail for Guantanamo 
with his flagship, U.S.S. Rochester, to review the de- 
stroyer force of the Atlantic Fleet. 

Seerctary Denby to Visit U.S. Atlantic Fleet. 

Secretary of the Navy Denby announced on March 8 
that he planned to go to Guantanamo, Cuba, and return 
with the U.S. Atlantic Fleet early in April, if his duties 
permitted. He added that he intended to go to sea 
whenever possible and to become thoroughly familiar 
with the administration of the Fleets. All Navy ships 
and stations received a greeting from the new Secretary 
on the night of March 5, when the following Allnay 
message was flashed: “To the ofhcers and men-of the 
Navy and Marine Corps: Your comrade of the war with 
Spain and the World War, now commissioned Secretary 
of the Navy, takes over his duties to-day with intense 
pride in the past of the Service and earnest desire for 
its progressive development as the finest fighting organi- 
zation in the world.” 

Assistant Secretary of Navy Roosevelt Sworn In. 

Theodore Roosevelt took the oath of office as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy on March 9 after his nomination 
had been confirmed by the Senate. After being sworn in 
he held a reception for the Navy officers and civilian 
employees on duty at the Navy Department. 


Mr. Daniels Broke Navy Secretary Term Record. 

When he turned his ofiice over to his successor on 
March 5 Secretary Daniels completed two full teims as 
Seeretary of the Navy. But once before in American 
history has a Secretary of the Navy served for eight 
years, this being the Hon. Gideon Welles, who served 
from 1861 to 1869. Mr. Daniels served a few days 
longer than any previous secretary, for Mr. Welles’s act- 
ual time of service was seven years, eleven months and 
twenty-six days, while Mr. Danicls served his full eight 
years. Another interesting fact in this connection is 
the number of times similar posts among the Allied 
powers have changed hands. From 1913, when Mr. Dan- 
iels became Secretary of the Navy, until he left office, 
Great Britain had six First Lords of the Admiralty, 
Iranece had eleven Ministers of Marine, Italy had seven 
Ministers of the Navy, and Japan had three Ministers 
of the Navy. 

Mr. Daniels to Write on Navy in the War. 

Former Secretary of the Navy-Daniels, before he re- 
tived from his post on March 4, completed arrangements 
with a newspaper syndicate.to prepare a series of articles 


upon the subject of the actions and operations of the 
Navy during the World War, according to a newspaper 
dispatch from Washington. The series promises to be of 
interest, since it is reported that it #3) include matters 
which could not be discussed during war time because 
information would have been conveyed to the enemy. 
Admiral Mayo on Disarmament and the Battleship. 
Rear Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.5.™., gave a com- 
plete résumé of the work of the U.S. Naey in the Worid 
War before the Public Ledger Forum on the Peace Con- 
ference in Philadelphia on March 4. At the conclusion 
of his address, which was admirable for its completeness, 
Admiral Mayo spoke informally as to his views on dis- 


armament and the place of the battleship in a fleet in 
response to qucstions that were asked. On the first 
point he said: “I would like to see the United States 


go the limit in the matter of disarmament. If nations 
could be’as safe without armaments as you are without 
a gun in the streets of your city, the question would be 
greatly simplified. But national distrust continues, and 
until it is past armaments must continue.” As to the 
superior effectiveness cf airplanes over battleships, Ad- 
miral Mayo admitted that he “was one of those con- 
servative cranks who think battleships are not dead yet. 
I don’t believe that we have reached the point where 
a bomb will destroy a battleship,” he said. “It won't 
go through our armor plate, nor will it destroy turrets. 
The Chief of the Air Service says that his planes can 
drop bombs on battleships without any trouble. Well, 
a barrage would hinder them, and it would be difficult 
to drop a bomb from a great height, for the plane would 
have to be above tke barrage. A plane flying at 6,000 
fect would have one-half a second for the operator to 
decide that he was at the proper place and at the same 
time to release the bomb.” The Admiral said that he 
was not one to underestimate the danger of aviation

influenced .to give ample funds to aid in developing that 
branch of the Service. . :

The results of examinations begun in January for the 
transfer of temporary supply officers to permanent status 
in the Regular Navy will probably be announced early 
in April. 

Navy Men Can Join American Legion. 

A letter from the National Commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion to the Navy Department announces the eligi- 
bility of officers and men of the Regular Navy to join 
the American Legion. The letter has been published to 
the Fleet and in conclusion says: “Officers and men of 
the Regular Navy are eligible to the American Legion 
and are urged to join. All departments and posts of the 
American Legion have been advised by bulletin of this 
fact and have been urged to extend an invitation and a 
welcome to all members of the Regular Navy in the 
vicinity.” 

Standards for Filipino Candidates, Naval Academy. 

Physical requirements have been lowered for the en- 
trance of Filipino candidates in the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy. ‘This action was taken on request of the Governor- 
General of the Philippines because of the slight physical 
stature of the Filipinos as compared with the Ameri- 
eans. The minimum measurements as agreed upon are 
as follows: Age 16 to 18, height GO inchea, weight 100 
pounds, mean chest measurement 30 inches, expansion 2 
inches; age 18 to 20, height 61 inches, weight 105 
pounds, mean chest measurement 30% inches, expan- 
sion 2 inches. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Last Cruise of Six Battleshipe. 


According to an announcement made by Admiral R. 
E. Coontz, Chief of Operations, six old bettleships, in- 
cluding the Minnesota, New Hampshire, Kansas, Con- 
necticut, South Carolina and Michigan, are to be used 
this summer to take the 2,000 midshipmen cn their sum- 
mer cruise and then they are to go out of tae Navy, ex- 
cept for use as auxiliaries to the Fleet with reduced 
complements. Referring to their use for the summer 
cruise of the midshipmen, Admiral Coontz said of the 
six ships, “it will be their last cruise.” 


The Navy Watching Costa Rica and Panama. 


Before vacating his office on March 4 Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels, at the request of the State Department, 
ordered the U.S.S. Sacramento to proceed to Almirante, 
Costa Riea, for the purpose of protecting American in- 
terests at that port and elsewhere in the republic ina 
view of the hostilities which existed between Parama 
and Cesta Rica regarding boundary lines between the 
countries. The ship was reported to have arrived at 
Almirante on March 5. Comdr. Donald C. Bingham, 
U.S.N., in command, invited Colonel Zuniga, commander 
of the Costa Rican troops, to luncheon on board the 
ship, and the Costa Rican colonel accepted, Commander 
Bingham returning the visit on the following day. Mean- 
while instructions were sent to Rear Admiral Henry F. 
Bryan. U.S.N., commanding the special service squadron 
ic Central American waters, to send other warships if 
the constituted authorities were unable ww p-otect Ameri- 
een interests. The same instructions applied to ships 
cf the Navy cr either the Atlantie or Pacific cousts «f 
Costa Rica. Admiral Bryan, on his flagship, U.S.S. 
Dolphin, left Corinte, Nicaragua, for Punte Burica, on 
the Pacific side of the republic of Panama, while steps 
were also taken to protect American intererts at Bocas 
del Toro, on the Atlantic side. Following a note sent 
by Secretary of State Hughes on March 5 to both 
republics urging that they cexse hostilities, fighting 
between them stopped, and the situation, so far as 
American interests were concerned, at once became less 
tense. 

Launch of Destroyer Farenholt. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer No. 332 was launched 
March 9, 1921, at San Francisco, Calif., and was christ~ 
ened “Farenholt” after the late Rear Admiral Oses« W. 
Farenholt, .U.S.N., father of Capt. A. Faremholt, Med, 
Corps, U.S.N. Admiral Farenholt, who died June 30, 
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1920, had a gallant record in the Civil War in whieh he 
teok part in many engagements ar] was severely wound- 
ed while with a landing party from the Wabash, Oct. 22, 
1862, at the battle of Pocotaligo, S.C. He had the dis- 
tinction of being the only enlisted man who rose to the 
rank of rear admiral without passing through the Naval 
Academy. Admiral Farenholt enlisted in the Navy as a 
seaman, second class, April 22, 1861, before he was eigh- 
teen years of age and had previously served in merchant

LOST NUMBERS RESTORED TO NAVY OFFICERS 
Seeretary Danicls. 


The day before the close of his term of offics, March 
3, Secretary of the Navy Daniels issued an order ad- 
dressed to Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, directing 3 restora- 
tion of lost numbers to certain officers of the Navy. The 
Secretary’s communication and the names of -the officers 
whose records are thus cleared are as follows: 

In: view of the inherent difficulties attendant upon the per- 
formance of naval duties under. war conditions and those in- 
cident to demobilization, when increasing and arduous service 
has been requ red, frequently with but inadequately trained 
temporary personnel to rely upon, and in further consideration 
of all the circumstances surrounding the cases of the officers 
hereinafter enumerated, and especial'y in consideration of the 
fact that these. officers .have already been sufficiently punished 
for such error of judgment as_may have brought about their 
respective trials, the Department is constrained, having in mind 
the. extellence otherwise of their several records in. the Service, 
to exercise its power to remit the loss of numbers. involved 
in those ‘instances where ‘such action may be lawfully taken. 
In.the cases of these officers who. have been permanently .ad- 
vaneed to higher grades since the approval of the:r respective 
sentences, such sentences have thereby become. fu'ly executed, 
and under the condition of existing law have passed beyond the 
ameliorating’ power of the Department. ‘

Any number adbove ‘five and to include ten, the ribbon 
would be deepened to 9/16-inch; above ten stars the ribbon 
would be deepened to %-inch to take up to fifteen stars, which 
no Officer. or man can possibly have. ershing has the. limit, 
it is believed, and he’ has fourteen stars. This is in accord- 
ance with Army Regulations. Ribbons of associated powers 
in the World War are not to be increased the natrow way. 
By the way, the W.D. designates“the-width of the hibbon as 
between the white edges, as the ribbon lies horizontally across 
the coat, and the length is what ordinarily would be called 
the width, or narrowest part of the ribbon; this for the 
reason that the ribbon is woven of a width and is cut from 
the length to %, 9/16-or %-inch, as required.

In an official letter to Colonel Wells, of the 7ist N.Y.N.G., 
commentiag on the annual armory inspection of the 71st by 
Capt. F. G. von Kummer, jr., Inf., U.S.A., during January, 
1921, General Bullard commends the officers and enlisted men 
‘‘for their excellent work.’’ They have established a high 
standard, he says, and their desire to bring their respective 
organizations to the greatest proficiency is worthy of special 
mention,- 

A bad examp’e of .carelessness in the handling of firearms 
by soldiers and w th serious results occurred in the rifle range 
of the 23d N.Y.N.G. on the night of March 8 while members 
of Company B were at target practice. Some careless man 
had left a rifle loaded, and Pvt. A. E. Onneno picked it up 
without examining the piece to see that the cartridge chamber 
was empty and began exercising with the rifle. Its accidental 
d'scharge followed, thé bullet dangerously wounding James 
Colelli and siightly injuring two other men. Every man before 
he leaves the firing point should be made to examine his piece 
to make sure that no cartridges are in it, and this rule should 
be rigidly enforced. Officers and N.C.Os. at the firing point can- 
not be too careful in enforcing common sense rules to guard 
against accidental shootings. 


NEW YORK NAVAL MILITIA, 


Adjt. Gen. J. Leslie Kinkaid, of New York, has effected 9 
saving to the state of $97,500 a year by recommending to 
the Governor the disbanding of thirteen divisions of the Naval 
Militia formed in 1917 as @ war measure. The men in the 
disbanded organizations have been assigned to other com- 
mands.

PENNSYLVANIA, 


Progress in the reorganization of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard (28th Division) is being made to such an extent that 
an order from The Adjutant General's Office, published during 
the week of Feb. 19, designates the Infantry, Artillery and 
Engineer regiments of the division, and further outlines the 
possibility of the early completion of a brigade of Heavy Artil- 
lery for the gorps troops, which will be followed within a 
short time by an order creating a brigade of Cavalry for the 
army troops. It is expected in this subsequent order to desig- 
nate an anti-aircraft regiment, and perhaps a combat Engineer 
regiment for corps troops from the only units left of the many 
old Infantry regiments of the state. When this is completed 
Pennsylvania wiil have transferred all her old Infantry units 
into other arms, and further will have all her organized troops, 
present and prospective, well in hand as a complete Infantry 
division; one Heavy Artillery brigade for corps troops, one 
Cavalry brigade for army troops, and one anti-aircraft regiment 
to be attached to the army troops of the 3d Corps Area. 

It is planned by Major Gen. W. G. Price, commanding, to 
fully recruit the organizations above mentioned to the full 
strength required by the War Department, before even con- 
sidering the organization of new troops in Pennsylvania, as it is 
his belief that it will be difficult at this time to maintain 
interest and the proper esprit in National Guard organizations, 
other than those which constitute the units of larger commands; 
fiixing as a minimum, a regiment. 

The Infantry of the new division will consist of the 10th, 
16th and 13th Infantry, and a consolidation of the 3d Infantry 
with the 6th, as the four Infantry regiments required. The 
1st Infantry will be made the Engineer regiment, to which 
will be added some of the reorganized Engineer regimental 
units of the 103d Engineers. The 18th Infantry will be 
changed to Heavy Artillery, and together with the 2d Field 
Artillery (the old 108th F.A. of the 53d F.A. Brigade) will 
constitute the heavy brigade of corps Artillery. The ist Cav- 
alry, which has been reorganized under the old Tables of 
Organization, will be expanded into a brigade. The divisional 
trains will be established at or near Mount Gretna, Pa., the 
state rendezvous, where buildings have already been erected 
and matériel for the trains of the division received and stored. 
The Tank Company, Air Force, Police Companies, Signal Com- 
pany and other divisional detachments are being organized in 
Philadelphia, where General Price maintains his headquarters 
as commanding general of the division; and it is expected that 
the entire division will be federally accepted as a division by 
June 1, 1921. 

When the Pennsylvania N.G. was called into the Service in 
1917 for the World War its contribution consisted of one 
complete Infantry division, with every unit complete and with- 
out a surplus unit. Each of the Infantry regiments of the new 
division will be in fact a continuation of the 28th Pennsylvania 
Division as it fought in France. The strength report for Jan, 
81, 1921, shows 582 officers and 8,130 enlisted men, or an 
aggregate of 8,712. It has been a helpful circumstance, well 
considered and worked out, in the reorganization of the divi- 
sion that all general officers and field officers, and practically 
every line officer who has been commissioned by Governor 
Sproul in the new National Guard, have been appointed from 
officers who served with the 28th Division and other divisions, 
both Regylar and National Army, who served throughout the 
war in France. Therefore, they bring to the division assur- 
ances of healthy and intelligent influence in training the new 
division, corps and army troops, organizing in Pennsylvania. 
By the foregoing arrangements and assignments practically 
every old unit that left Pennsylvania in 1917 is reorganizing 
in its old arm, or a kindred arm, and its history will be per- 
petuated in the new arm, and no units which did not exist prior 
4 the war have any place in the present National Guard of 
the state.
